"THE CONSTITUTION does not de- 

scribe the requirements for voting. 
It was assumed that the State require- 
ments or limitations would continue. 
Altogether different constitutional pro- 
visions would have been written had 
the forefathers been confronted with the 
present day voting structure. 


Under State laws the privilege of vot- 
ing was limited to citizens who owned 
property (freeholds) and who had cer- 
tain academic attainments. About one 
in twenty could qualify. 


These limitations are grounded upon 
an elementary rule. That rule requires 
that voters have adequate knowledge of 
the subject matter, common _ interest 
and equal responsibility. 


Failure to observe any one of its re- 
quirements, especially “equal respon- 
sibility,” creates such unfairly balanced 
voting majorities that private property 
is without adequate protection against 
confiscation. 


That is so because such majorities 
are keyed into welfare programs which 
break down the principles of short term 
of office, equal footing for the three 
branches of government, and local au- 
thority — State Rights. 


These principles, classified as repre- 
sentative government, brought forth the 
first free enterprise system — a new 
social order with two objectives: 


One, promotion of commerce in such 








a manner that the citizen would not be 
dependent upon government to make a 
living — would be an_ independent 
voter ; 


And the other, a structure under 
which the voter, by way of politics, 
could not compel a neighbor to divide 
his substance to remedy the economic 
distress of others. 


Open and unrestrained competition 
(producing the cheapest, quickest and 
best way possible) was relied upon to 
do that. Such a course would capture 
world markets and _ stabilize security 
— prosperity. 


It also would make the nation inde- 
pendent of any course which other na- 
tions might follow. 


(Such independence is not possible 
under the United Nations. That organ- 
ization, although unfriendly to free en- 
terprise, nevertheless decides important 
policies involving our commerce! ) 


The New Social Order 


Under the new social order, servants, 
slaves and the indentured acquired pro- 
perty and education. They qualified 
for the franchise. The exercise of their 
own judgment to build economic secur- 
ity stimulated energy and integrity. 


It also gave birth to the spirit to be 
free from dependence upon political re- 
lationship (government) for the neces- 


sities of life. (A Federal Welfare Bu-

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reau would have been rejected as the 
most undesirable status of dependence.) 


At that time the Federal ballot was 
not tied into welfare legislation. Farm 
subsidies, unemployment compensation, 
public housing projects, were not being 


offered. 


There were no billion dollar pro- 
grams to sway or bribe the voters. They 
were on equal footing as to benefits and 
responsibility. 


The universal ballot was practicable. 
It did not create too many inequities in 
benefits and responsibility. 


A New Constituency 


The subsequent social welfare legis- 
lation, culminating in the New Deal 
concept, liquidated the rule of equal re- 
sponsibility and common interest. 


Under that legislation voters became 
eligible for government benefits without 
adequate tax-paying responsibilities. 
That gave the Federal politicians a 
new constituency. 


The overwhelming voting majorities 
now were to be found among the irre- 
sponsible, the dissatisfied, the jobless, 
the misinformed, the ignorant, and the 
ever-present unscrupulous. 


It was not intended by the forefathers 
that the Ship of State should be direct- 
ed by the judgment of those groups. 
Human beings under such strains, stres- 
ses and environments do not exercise 
the best kind of judgment. 


Neither was it intended that the poli- 
ticians (also human beings) should be 
subjected to such pressure, or be in a 
position to take advantage of it. 


Under that influence the Government 
became a different type. The universal 
ballot, without benefit of amendment, 
changed a free enterprise system of 
sovereign States into a Federal semi- 
welfare state. 


That change, unavoidably, nullified 
constitutional protections of inalienable 
rights by its adverse effect on free 
speech, the ballot, the judiciary and 
private property. 


Paralyzing Free Speech 


In the absence of free speech the bal- 
lot is readily converted into a corrup- 
tion-promoting instrument. Politicians,

therefore, always have been astute in 
paralyzing free speech. 


Contrary to the general impression, 
governments do not deny or abolish 
free speech by laws which declare such 
a purpose. The most effective weapon 
to do that is welfare legislation. 


Such legislation, of course, does not 
refer to free speech. But the possibility 
of losing benefits thereunder will instill 
enough fear to discourage criticism of 
corruption. In fact, it will excite un- 
stinted praise to cover up such conduct. 


The pitch soon is so high that it is 
futile to call attention to the corruption 
or the evidence of impending collapse, 
and dangerous to interfere with the ben- 
efits. 


And so long as there are benefits, the 
voters and the politicians will make 
themselves believe, no matter how ri- 
diculous, that their “social planning” 
schemes promote public welfare. The 
ballot, instead of being a retarder, be- 
comes an accelerator of corruption. 


The most demoralizing aspect is that 
citizens who do not want to be depend- 
ent upon government under such “plan- 
ning” find themselves forced into the 
same category as the unscrupulous, 
shiftless and thriftless. They represent 
a minority. 


Their protests are ignored and their 
ballots without significance. Through 
a vicious application of majority rule 
they have, in fact, been disfranchised, 
notwithstanding the Constitution and 
statutes to the contrary. 


Under such circumstances free speech 
(criticism of government) cannot sur- 
vive, ballot integrity is destroyed and 
economic security is a mirage. 


Ballot-Created Court Perversion 


The present social legislation creates 
a ballot pressure which seriously im- 
pairs court independence. It requires 
the judges to solve problems relating 
to prices, wages, hours of work, man- 
agement of business and social revolu- 
tions. 


Every decision in these areas takes 
affect in the political realm — the king- 
dom of the politicians. The contrary 
New Deal decisions so aroused the Pres- 
ident and certain members of Congress 
that they determined to bring the judg- 
es into subjection, which they did. 


If the judges uphold the Constitution, 
the Government’s political social plans 
are thrown into confusion. 


A decision that a farmer need not 
comply with a government imposed 
quota, or an adverse ruling on a labor 
matter, may result in party-shaking po- 
litical repercussions. 
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Even one decision can antagonize 
enough voters to defeat the party that 
the judges are obligated, or wish, to 
keep in power. Every aspect of busi- 
ness is now afflicted with political over- 
tones. 


It’s a governmental whirligig. The 
voting majority drives Congressmen to 
enact unconstitutional legislation. The 
President, confronted with political ex- 
pediency, concurs. 


The responsibility is shifted to the 
Courts. The judges do not care to an- 
tagonize the President, Congress, pub- 
lic sentiment and voting majorities. 


But even if they did declare the legis- 
lation unconstitutional, it would be re- 
enacted. They therefore sustain the le- 
gislation. 


Could a more unconstitutional or se- 
curity-destroying concept of govern- 
ment be devised? 


Confiscation by Ballot 


Prior to the Constitution those in 
economic distress were urging State- 
welfare programs which disregarded 
private property rights. That agitation 
now finds expression in Federal ballot 
policy. 


It is based on the ancient theory that 
the demands of the needy over-ride pri- 
vate property rights, and, therefore, 
government may tax until all economic 
needs are satisfied, and may also as- 
sume that a majority of the voters have 
consented to such procedure. 


Accordingly, citizens are taxed on the 
theories that the government is author- 
ized to invest, speculate with, and 
“save” their money to keep them eco- 
nomically secure; that it may give their 
money to so-called friendly nations to 
help “contain” unfriendly ones; 


That it may obligate them to support 
the needy at home and abroad, and, 
moreover, may tax them on the ground 
that they have more than they need or 
are entitled to, or came into posses- 
sion in an unethical manner — taxation 
imposed for speculation and moral pur- 
poses. 


With such theories the Federal Gov- 
ernment has built up a frankenstein of 
voting majorities. With such majori- 
ties, under the guise of taxation, it has 
brought income, property and industry 
under political control. 


It is in a position to confiscate all 
wealth in the name of economic securi- 
ty. Today, even a threat of a depres- 
sion brings to Congress a load of bills 
which tend in that direction. 


But under the doctrine of inalienable 
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rights, government cannot acquire such 
taxing authority by majority rule, nor 
by statutory law or constitutions. 


The relationship of a government of- 
ficial to the money in the Treasury dis- 
qualifies him to collect or disburse tax 
funds for such reasons. 


Legally, because of his lack of finan- 
cial responsibility for misconduct, mis- 
takes, waste or poor judgment; in com- 
mon sense, because one does not even 
give a friend such unlimited money 
spending authority. 


Yet the politician, in spite of the rec- 
ord, has persuaded responsible persons 
to believe that to give him such unlimit- 
ed taxing authority will serve public 
welfare. 


The idea controverts every principle 
in the Constitution, and has never fail- 
ed to destroy the nations which accept 
it. 


It appears that the money in the Trea- 
sury (a most sacred trust fund) is the 
only fund where the beneficiaries can 
force the trustees (Congressman) to 
make the benefactors (taxpayers) desti- 
tute, and the trustees can dissipate the 
funds without any limitation on their 
judgment with respect to investing it, 
speculating with it, or using it for chari- 
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There is another objection. It leaves 
a minority of the citizens without pro- 
tection. 


The Congressman cannot recognize 
their rights and continue in office. The 
President, for the same reason, cannot 
give ear to their cry. 


They have no standing in the courts. 
Judicial assistance would interfere too 
much with the political objective of cap- 
turing a majority of the votes. 


How far the ballot is out of bounds 
may be gathered from the fact that 
since 1933 Administrations (although 
the President promised to do so) have 
been unable to change the course set in 
that fateful year. 


The Soviet was ruthless about such 
matters. It reduced the ballot to mere 
gesture procedure and gave the leaders 
unlimited authority. It is a matter of 
concern that frightened “Liberals” are 
prepared to follow the same course. 
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Public Welfare in Jeopardy 


Today, under ballot pressure, the 
government invests the citizen’s tax 
money in schemes, including mortgages, 
which disregard the most elementary 
banking rules; 


It calls upon him to subsidize cor- 
porations, farmers and Unions to such 
an extent that what is produced is 
priced out of the market, and piles up 
surpluses which brew political friction 
abroad and _ bespeak catastrophe at 
home. 


In addition, this pressure forces po- 
licies which over-emphasize the cod- 
dling of those with poor records, and 
discourages and penalizes integrity and 
efficiency. 


These policies now confront the gov- 
ernment with a dilemma. 


If it discontinues buying the surplus- 
es or disregards the demands of labor, 
it will go out of office. 


If it continues its present course the 
ever-increasing debt and foreign trade 
invasions will overwhelm it. 


They blame the wars. But the wars, 
cold and hot, are the offspring of the 
welfare state concepts of government. 


Such policies are difficult to defend 
in Moscow, and make it easy to dis- 
credit our constitutional form of gov- 
ernment at home as well as across the 
sea. 


But our Constitution was written 
when economic distress was more acute 
than it is now and foes more threaten- 
ing. It is probable, therefore, that pro- 
cedure contrary thereto will be detri- 
mental to all. 


Moreover, mass production, improve- 
ments in communications and_ travel 
facilities, investments abroad, depres- 
sions, congested industrial areas, big 
corporations, and the conquest of outer 
space, do not call for surrender of po- 
litical cr commercial independence, nor 
for the impairment of abandonment of 
the provisions which keep in their prop- 
er sphere judges, legislators, Presidents, 
States and voters. 


Especially the voters when govern- 
ment uses their judgment to determine 
Federal benefits, the obligations of 
private property, and wealth dividing 
programs. 
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“Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with me.” 
Revelation 3:20. 


Here is a picture with a message that 
far outshines the beauty of color and 
composition. It is a symphony in oils. 


It is music, mingled with poetry, and 
through it all run the vibrant overtones 
of the spiritual life. How fortunate it 
is that the magic of the modern color 
press can bring this masterpiece to us 
fresh from the brush of the artist with 
all of its colorful, harmonious imagery. 


The original canvas, painted in 1942, 
measured 30 by 40 inches, and is the 
first notable painting on this theme by 
a major artist in this century. It met 
with instant approval. 


Warner Sallman, the artist, was in 
his fiftieth year at the time he brought 
the painting to life. 


We are struck, first of all, by the ut- 
ter simplicity of this representation. 
This is the Christian message reduced 
to its simplest terms. 


“I wanted to give the simplicity and 
the radiance of the Christ,” explains 
Mr. Sallman. There is no jeweled robe, 
no crown of gold or of thorns, no staff 
or lantern in His hand, no halo about 


His head. 


The tremendous appeal of the picture 
lies in the winsomeness of the face, the 
exquisite coloring, the dramatic light- 
ing which is always present in Sallman’s 
pictures, and in the subtle symbolism 
of every detail. 


Not in modern times has there been 
quite such a picture as this. The church 
is in confusion, the nation is in the 
midst of a recession, the world is fac- 
ed with a possible third war. 
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Through the darkness of night there 
comes a light. There is a pause — an 
insistent knock. It is the eternal Christ 
who speaks to the individual, the 
church, the nation, the world: “Behold, 
I stand at the door and knock.” 


The Door 


Notice carefully the solid stone mas- 
onry, the sturdy oak door with its 
wrought-iron hinges. This might be the 
side entrance of a church. Can it be 
that Christ is knocking at the door of 
a church which is closed to the Spirit 
of God? 

If you look carefully, however, you 
will see that the light which radiates 
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“Time and Eternity” is the name of

from the figure of Christ flows into 
every part of the doorway itself and 
the canopy immediately overhead, trac- 
ing the shape of the human heart. 


Because it is the door to the individ- 
ual heart, it is a very narrow door. On- 
ly one at a time may approach it. 


The place where the latch might be is 
hidden, but the artist intended for the 
door to have none. It can be opened 
only from within, and the soul itself 
is the key. 


The closed door is a symbol of man’s 
willfulness. The human heart can with- 
draw stubbornly from the seeking heart 
of the Eternal. We can shut Him out of 
our lives. 


The Grill 


But all is not hopeless, for there is 
an opening of grillwork in the door. 


“That reveals the darkness within,” 
says the artist in explaining the symbol- 
ism. “The grill is there so that the in- 
dividual may see who is at the door. 
By responding to the knock, he may 
have a view of the Presence before let- 
ting Him in. 

“It is just possible that there are 
many people who have had a glimpse of 
the Saviour from time to time who have 
not responded in glad _ recognition. 
Through this opening, be it ever so tiny, 
one can see that He is good and kind.” 


But we need not linger at this closed 
door. There are other things in the pic- 
ture. 


The Garden 


In the foreground is all that remains 
of what once had been a formal garden 
of great beauty. Now the unkempt 
growth of the thistles and underbrush 
is crowded about the flowers and up 
the walls. 
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This is the Garden of Neglect. Per- 
haps it was once a Garden of Prayer 
such as Jesus knew so well. Christ has 
somehow made His way through that 
neglect to this door which is closed and 


bolted. 


So long has the garden been abandon- 
ed that the birds have built their nest 
in the eaves above the door, the heavy 
oak timbers of which indicate that it 
will not easily yield to force. Jesus can 
go no farther without invitation. 


Christ knocks at every heart’s door. 
His purpose is not to intrude, but to 
take His place as a welcome guest who 
will show how to remove the tangled 
weeds and thorns that have intruded 
and taken control of our lives. 


He comes to bring discipline, order 
and meaning to the chaos around and 
within. His coming is of utmost impor- 
tance to the person of highest rank as 
well as to the most lowly. 


The Christ 


This kind and patient Pilgrim is the 
psychological center of interest in this 
masterpiece. His presence dominates 
the picture. 


The leaves are poised above His head 
like triumphant palm branches. The 
flowers reach out to touch the hem of 
His garment for they know Him. By 
skillful, artistic devices, our eyes are 
irresistibly drawn to the face and figure 
of Christ. 


His white seamless robe glows with 
a dazzling beauty never seen on land or 
sea. The spotless purity of His robe 
suggests that here is the transcendent 
Christ whose spiritual power and grace 
have amazed the world for two thou- 
sand years. 


By the grace of God, the eternal good- 
ness of the Father and the need of mor- 
tal man meet over the threshold of this 
door. 


The Light 


If you look carefully you will observe 
three light patterns in the picture. 


First is the moonlight, soft and _vel- 
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vety, which flows through the trees of 
the garden. 


The second light is the light which 
gathers around the door, forming the 
shape of the human heart. 


At first we cannot see the source of 
this strange light which spotlights the 
door, as it were, throwing it into sharp 
relief. It seems to issue, however, from 
the third light of the picture, the mys- 
terious glow coming straight from the 
heart of the King of Glory to fall upon 
our own heart. 


His upraised arm hides the source of 
the light from our eyes, but we see its 
rays which flood His seamless garments 
with a dazzling radiance like the noon- 
day sun. 


Expectancy 


We cannot long keep our eyes from 
the face of Christ. He stands clothed in 
a golden glow, confident, patient, but 
above all, expectant! 


A new love is in that firm, eager 
countenance, a warmth, and an expect- 
ancy. Indeed, expectancy is the key to 
this picture —- a hopeful expectancy 
that will not turn away at the first re- 


buff. 


Note the poised left hand, and the 
right with its scarlet nailprint, now 
about to knock again. As He knocks, 
He listens, not passively, but hopefully. 


With amazing insight, Mr. Sallman 
has given us Christ as we should like 
to have Him — our Friend and Guest. 


Strength, steadfastness and character 
are pictured here, but more significant- 
ly, tenderness, compassion and love. 


His is a strong face — not the face of 
a fanatic who will burst through the 
door by force nor of the quibbler who 
will stand and argue through the grill- 
work as to how the door must be open- 
ed — but rather the face of a Friend, 
who can afford to wait until the light 
= faith has dawned and the shadows 
ee. 


This is no defeated, pathetic, sorrow- 
ful Christ, such as artists have depicted 
for so long, but the Christ Triumphant 
— the Christ who knocks at the door of 
past, present and future. 


And what is this message that our 
Visitor brings through the night? Christ 
is speaking to all!

“Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with me.” 


Yes, it is good news that Jesus brings 
to all the world, as true today and for- 
ever as in the yesterday in which it 
was spoken:

Our life and destiny, now and for- 
ever depend upon what we do with the 
waiting Saviour. Shutting Him out, we 
miss life’s greatest opportunity; wel- 
coming Him in, we have life abundant, 
for it is through Him that the heavenly 
Father accepts and redeems us. For Je- 
sus’ sake God saves us, but only if we 
let Him in. 


He is ling’ring at the closed door, 

Let the Saviour in; 

You have heard Him knocking o’er 
and o’er, 

Will you let Him in? 


That. insistent knock should awaken 
us to a profound awareness of our need 
and insufficiency. “Behold, I stand at 
the door.” 


He will not turn impatiently away. 
There is a dignity and poise in this 
full-length heroic portrayal of the Christ 
which says He will knock and knock 
until the flowers of the garden have 
lost their petals and the snows of winter 
have come and gone; until this gener- 
ation passes on, and the next; until the 
stars burn themselves out in ruddy em- 





bers ... “Behold I stand.”

THE OLD TESTAMENT is full of 
word pictures and types of the Mes- 
siah, Who was predicted to come. 


When you open the Bible the first 
thing that you see in the first book is a 
description of the first man Adam, who 
is a type of the second Adam. 


As Adam stands at the head of the 
human race, so also Christ stands at the 
head of a new race. 


When the first humanity crashed, 
God arranged to produce a new human- 
ity. “The first man Adam was made a 
living soul. The last man Adam was 
made a quickening spirit.” 


“The first man is of the earth earthy; 
the second man is the Lord from hea- 
ven.” “As in Adam all die; so in Christ 
all shall be made alive.” 


All human life flows from the first 
Adam, and all eternal life flows from 
the second Adam. Paul in his letters. 
draws a concrete comparison between 
the first and the second Adam.

Blood Relatives 


Every mortal is either a blood rela- 
tive to the first Adam or the second 
Adam. It is a matter of blood relation- 
ship. 





If you were born once, you are blood 
relative to the first Adam. If you were 
born twice, you are relative to the sec- 


ond Adam. 


You are cursed by the blood of the 
first Adam. You are cleansed by the 
blood of the second Adam. 


Jesus came to undo the works of the 
Devil. Man’s fall made _ necessary 
Christ’s atonement. 


You have no doubt noticed that when 
preachers speak of Jesus Christ in His 
position as Redeemer and Saviour, 
when they refer to His vicarious death, 
they invariably mention the fall of man. 
The doctrine of the atonement is inter- 
woven with the doctrine of the fall. 


The word “death” in the Scriptural 
sense means expulsion from God’s pres- 
ence. To be forever removed from God 
is the most terrible death conceivable. 


Man is born in that condition, “dead 
in trespasses and sin.” “Estranged 
from the womb.” “Shapen in iniquity.” 
“Conceived in sin.” 


When one does something wrong and 
gets into trouble, we speak of it as 
getting into a bad box. That is the con- 
dition of man. 


When he fell, he got into a bad box, 
and that box was a coffin. He lost his 
capacity to receive and appropriate 
eternal life. 


Every mortal is born in a coffin of 
spiritual death, expelled from God. 
Only one person can destroy a coffin, 
and that person is a carpenter — the 
Carpenter of Nazareth. The second 
Adam came to take you out of your 
coffin. 


A homely illustration once came to 
me about a negro evangelist who was 





preaching in an eastern city. He an- 
nounced that he was going to preach a 
funeral sermon the following night. A 
notice of the funeral was published in 
the newspapers. 


To the amazement of his colored au- 
dience, the evangelist preached on hell. 
In front of the pulpit there was a coffin 
covered with flowers. The church was 
decorated in keeping with the funeral 
service. 


The evangelist said that the person in 
the coffin was the “meanest man in 
town.” Sobs were heard over the con- 
gregation as the sermon progressed. 


At the close of the message the evan- 
gelist had the flowers removed and the 
lid lifted. He invited the audience to 
march by and see the rascal whose fun- 
eral he had just preached. 


A large mirror had been placed in 
the bottom of the coffin and every per- 
son saw himself when he looked in to 
see the “meanest man in town.” 


Whatever the mistakes of this evan- 
gelist may have been, it cannot be dis- 
puted that he was sound in his theology. 


A Type 


Linger a few minutes in the book of 
Genesis and I will call your attention to 
another type of Christ in the opening 
pages of the Bible. 


A deep sleep came upon Adam after 
he was created and God, by a mysteri- 
ous creative process, took Adam’s bride 
out of his side. 


We read that God made a “woman” 
for Adam. The word “made’’ in the or- 
iginal text actually means “builded.” 


God “builded” Adam a bride. 


Notice, it was a “deep sleep” that 
came upon Adam. There is a difference 
between “sleep” and a “deep sleep.” A 
“deep sleep” means that Adam went in- 
to an unconscious state and his bride 
was taken from his side. 


Now, look down the vista of the cen- 
turies to Calvary. The second Adam is 
in a “deep sleep” — the sleep of death. 


A spear is plunged into His tender 
side and forthwith came blood and wa- 
ter for the cleansing of His Church. 
His blood was shed that His bride, the 
Church, might be born. 


As Eve came out of the side of the 
first Adam, so also the Church came 
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out of the side of the second Adam. The 
Church is to Christ what Eve was to 
Adam. 

God builded Adam a woman and 
Christ is building a church. Every re- 
generate mortal is a member of the 
Church. 

The book of Ephesians is the great 
Church book of the Bible. In it Paul 
says, “Husbands, love your wives, ev- 
en as Christ also loved the church and 
gave himself for it.” 


Another Type 


Your attention is invited to another 
type of Christ in the Old Testament. 
Consider Isaac, the son of Abraham. 
Isaac’s birth involved a miracle, for 
Abraham was one hundred years old 
and Sarah was barren. 


The birth of Christ was also a mir- 
acle. He was “conceived by the Holy 
Ghost and born of the Virgin Mary.” 


Abraham was about to offer Isaac in 
sacrifice. He bound him on the altar. 
He even had his arm raised to plunge 
the knife into Isaac when the voice of 
Jehovah spoke. Isaac was raised up. 


This is a type of Christ on the cross, 
offered in sacrifice for the sins of the 
world. As Abraham raised Isaac from 
the altar of sacrifice, so also God raised 


Christ from the dead. 


Isaac’s name was given to him be- 
fore he was born. Likewise Christ was 
named before He was born. “The an- 
gel said: Thou shalt call his name Je- 
sus, for he shall save his people from 
their sins.” 

Isaac wanted a bride. His father Ab- 
raham sent his chief servant Eliezer 





into a far country in search of a bride 
for his son. Isaac and his bride are 
types of Christ and His Church. 


Abraham’s servant, the messenger 
who went into a far country seeking a 
bride, is a type of the Holy Spirit, who 
was sent into the earth by God, the 
Father, to seek out a bride for Christ. 


Notice in this type that Eliezer, the 
servant, was a personality. The Holy 
Spirit is a personality and not a mere 
energy, influence or form. The Holy 
Spirit is a Person. 


When the servant found Rebekah she 
joined the caravan at once and started 
home with Eliezer. 


As the caravan drew near, she saw 
a man walking toward them in the field. 
She inquired and learned that it was 
Isaac coming to meet her. She jumped 
from her camel and ran across the 
field to meet him. 


When Christ returns, His living 
Church, His Bride, will run to meet 
Him. “We which are alive and remain 
until the coming of the Lord,” will run 
to meet Him. 


One More Type 

The last type of Christ in the Old 
Testament to which attention is called 
is found in the book of Numbers. 


The children of Israel were wander- 
ing about in the wilderness. Their sup- 
ply of water and food was exhausted 
and they began to grumble. They forgot 


God. 


They forgot the passover service the 
last night they were in Egypt. They for- 
got the death angel. They forgot the 
time when the Red Sea opened its 
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mouth for them to march through on 
dry land. 

They forgot the destruction of Phara- 
oh’s soldiers. They forgot the fire by 
night. They forgot the pillar by day. 
They were actually ready to kill Moses, 
their great leader. 


Suddenly they ran into a nest of ser- 
pents. No doubt there were acres of 
snakes. People were dying by perhaps 
the hundreds. 


Finally, by a marvelous special Pro- 
vidence, Moses raised up a flaming ser- 
pent of brass and everyone that looked 
on it was healed. 


In conversation with Nicodemus, Je- 
sus said, “As Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up.” 


The phrase “lifted up” appears five 
times in the book of John. 


A Hug 


Jesus brought God close to man. If 
you have tried to satisfy the yearning 
of your heart for God by searching 
frantically in science, philosophy and 
literature, quiet your feverish soul and 
look to Jesus Christ. 


As a magnifying glass brings out the 
hidden beauties of the rose, so also 
Christ reveals the hidden beauties of 
Deity. 

A little girl said to her mother, 
“Mamma, I like you better than God.” 


“You must not say that,” replied the 
mother. The daughter answered, “Yes, 
but really, Mamma, I do like you better 
than God.” 


Her mother asked, “What makes you 
say that?” The child answered, “Be- 
cause I can hug you.” 


Jesus brought God within hugging 
distance. 


This lonely Man, this Friend of sin- 
ners, this Man of Sorrows, Who never 
laughed in the days of His flesh, this 
poverty-striken Wanderer through Pal- 
estine, Who had to catch a fish to pay 
the temple tax, and said “The foxes 
have holes and the birds of the air have 
nests, but the Son of Man hath no place 
to lay his head,” this humble Man, this 
misunderstood Man, who was charged 
with blasphemy because He professed 
to be Deity, this Visitor from the glory, 
this Miracle of the manger, came to 
earth exactly as the Old Testament 
types had predicted, and yet when He 
came, we had nothing ready for Him.

R. CHAIRMAN and members of 

the Senate Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee, my name is Clate 
A. Risley. I am the executive secretary 
of the National Sunday School Associa- 
tion. Our office is in Chicago, Illinois. 


The National Sunday School Associa- 
tion is an interdenominational service 
organization affiliated with the National 
Association of Evangelicals. 


At our last national convention peo- 
ple from ninety-one denominations were 
registered. We have state and city as- 
sociations across the nation. Together 
we are seeking to strengthen the Sunday 
Schools and churches of our land. 


We especially seek to help the local 
church reach and help families for 
Christ and His church. We promote, as 
do similar organizations, a National 
Family Week, annually. 


I mention this to say that all that 
builds and strengthens the families of 
our nation is of interest to us. All that 
tends to tear down our family life gives 
us great concern. 


As executive secretary of the Nation- 
al Sunday School Association I speak 
in behalf of a constituency, conserva- 
tively estimated at ten million; includ- 
ed in this ten million is a youth com- 
mission made up of thirty-two national 
leaders of various denominational and 
interdenominational youth organiza- 
tions that represent some two million 
youth of our land. 


It is in behalf of these Christians and 





Americans I plead favorably for the 
Langer Bill (S-582). 


These people are rightly concerned 
about their own moral and _ physical 
welfare, the moral and physical welfare 
of their families and the moral and 
physical welfare of others, some of 
whom may hardly be concerned about 
their own or their family welfare. 


May I begin by stating that at the 
convention of the National Association 
of Evangelicals held in Chicago recent- 
ly the association voted the adoption of 
a resolution favoring the passing of leg- 
islation which is here and now the 
subject under consideration by this 
committee. 


We are interested in seeing liquor 
advertising prohibited because it is di- 
rectly and indirectly undoing much of 
the work which our Sunday Schools 
and churches are seeking to accomplish 
in the realm of moral influence and 
spiritual enlightenment. 


False Impressions 


We are not opposed to advertising as 
such, but we are opposed to advertis- 
ing that brain washes our children and 
young people and even men and women 
into believing that unless you drink you 
cannot expect to be a man or woman 
of distinction, or expect to be success- 


ful. 


To leave the impression that poise, 
accomplishment. and all the desirable

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attributes of life begin with the cock- 
tail or the beer is not only misleading, 
it is untrue. 


The inference that everybody’s doing 
it, that it is the accepted thing in refer- 
ence to drinking, is not true. 


There are millions who never touch 
a drop. They are intelligently aware of 
its dangers and are opposed to its use 
and are hoping to raise families that 
realize the dangers of alcoholic bever- 
ages. 


There was a time when a man’s home 
was his castle and little came into that 
castle unless invited. That day is gone 
and we are not suggesting we return 
to the buggy days that depict it. 


Instead, we are suggesting that those 
media that invade our homes such as 
the printed page, the radio and the tele- 
vision be controlled and that such ad- 
vertising as is detrimental to our soci- 
ety, especially our childen and youth, 
be prohibited. 


We can state then that the first rea- 
son we are opposed to liquor advertis- 
ing is because it is misleading. 


Liquor ads constantly associate poise, 
success and accomplishment. It is pic- 
tured as the indispensable ingredient of 
birthday parties and fishing trips — 
beer belongs. 


Our youth have been brain washed 
to feel that parents who do not drink 
are definitely out of date and out of 
step. 

Liquor advertising destroys chil- 
dren’s faith in their parents. Today’s 
youth live with the totally false assump- 
tion that the successful and congenial 
social contact begins at the cocktail 
party. 

According to Mr. R. E. Joyce, vice- 
president of Distilled Spirits Institute, 
Inc., Washington, D.C., there are al- 
ready adequate provisions regulating li- 
quor advertising. 


He states, “The Federal Alcohol Ad- 
ministration Act, passed in 1935 and 
administered by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, provides advertising standards 
for alcoholic beverages which insure 
that the public will be adequately in- 
formed as to the character and quality 
of the products, and prohibits any state- 
ment that is false or misleading.

Has mental illness ever touched 
your home? It is one of the sad- 
dest afflictions that can befall a 
family, and there are so few to 
whom we can turn for help or un- 
derstanding at such times. It is 
so satisfying for Christians to help 
the poor, or to give for missionary 
work — but to give solely because 
the love of Christ and pity for 
the most wretched of men con- 
strain us is after all the most un- 
selfish form of giving. 


Our Gospel worker in Greece, 
Brother Charles, writes as follows: 
“TI went to the public Mental Hos- 
pital of Athens, where I handed 
out tracts and devotional booklets 
to the patients and staff. The sight 
was horrible. One can see there 
the tragic plight of man and the 
results of sin. Men and women, 
some dressed in rags and others 
almost naked, hungry and deso- 
late, live just like animals. The 
State assistance is very small and 
individual relief almost non-exist- 
ent. A doctor said to me, ‘Where 
are the religious philanthropic 
organizations? Nobody comes 
here or has ever cared for these 
unfortunate creatures. If you rep- 
resent any religious organization, 
please do make an appeal for 
clothing. You see their rags and 
nakedness. Even in winter they 
have only one blanket on their 


beds’.” 


“Nobody cares.” Is that true? 
Doesn’t your heart ache at the mis- 
erable condition of these poor folk 
for whom Christ died? Christ 
cared, and we as Christians surely 
cannot do less. If you will help 
us to send food, clothing and blan- 
kets to these poor unfortunates, 
along with New Testaments and 
tracts, who knows but the very evi- 
dence of your caring may be the 
opening wedge to let the light of 
the Gospel shine into some dark- 
ened minds? You may help 
through the American Mission to 
Greeks, Inc., Rev. Spiros Zod- 
hiates, General Secretary, Dept. 
DF, P. O. Box 423, New York 36, 
N. Y. (In Canada: 90 Duplex 
Ave., Toronto 7, Ontario.) 
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“We find no fault with these provis- 
ions. They are based on the cardinal 
principle of truth in advertising. 


“But the Federal Government has 
completed its job when it sees that the 
public is properly informed and then 
protected against deception.” 


The Whole Truth 


If the liquor ads were to depict the 
whole truth, they would have to say, 


It is habit forming 

It clouds the vision 

It retards reaction 

It releases inhibitions 

It is dangerous on the highway 
It leads to and causes crime 

It undermines homes. 


and millions of innocent children suffer 
physically, emotionally and economic- 
ally as a result. 


We can only conclude that existing 
laws are inadequate. 


The opposition maintains that it is 
not in the interest of the American pub- 
lic to prohibit liquor advertising, and 
that only a minority group favors re- 
striction. 


Yet their own actions and citations 
demonstrate that they are aware of and 
rightfully fear public disapproval, as 
illustrated by the following: 


(1) The distilled spirits industry 
does not use radio and television “in 
the interest of good public opinion.” 
This illustrates graphically how strong 
they feel public opinion is on the issue. 


(2) Opponents of the bill point to 
Federal laws on the statute books which 
regulate liquor advertising. These laws 
point out public opposition which our 
opponents deny exists. 


(3) Forty-seven states have laws re- 
gulating advertising of liquor. This 
again demonstrates the tremendous 
amount of public opinion on this issue. 


(4) Forty-two per cent of the news- 
papers which are weekly or biweekly 
and thirty per cent of the daily papers 
in the country have regulated their own 
advertising of alcoholic beverages. 
This also demonstrates the great amount 
of public interest in the issue. 


Public Opinion 


There is strong public opinion which 
cannot legitimately be denied. 


Liquor advertising agencies declare 
that these self-imposed and federal or 
state regulations have solved the prob- 
lem. The rising tide of public opinion 








that calls for sessions such as these in- 
dicates the problem remains unsolved. 


The opponents to this bill think it rep- 
resents a dangerous precedent in that, 
if passed, advertising of many legiti- 
mate products would be banned. 


It is no more likely to lead to the 
bannixg of advertising worthwhile pro- 
ducts than outlawing immorality leads 
to outlawing home life, outlawing mur- 
der leads to outlawing discipline in the 
home, or outlawing slavery leads to 
outlawing keeping paid servants. 


Liquor interests have stated that it is 
not their purpose to get people to drink 
more or to get more people to drink. 


They claim that the elimination of 
advertising would not affect total con- 
sumption of liquor, but would open the 
gates for bootleg liquor. 


However, the attorney for the United 
States Brewers said in May of 1954, be- 
fore the House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee, “Advertising is 
the lifeblood of the liquor traffic and if 
the right to advertise is taken away, it 
will reduce the consumption of all alco- 
hol beverage 50 per cent in America.” 


It is the ultimate goal of the liquor 
advertising industry to establish alco- 
hol as an integral part of American 


life. 


At an April, 1958 meeting of Pabst 
Breweries in Chicago one speaker stat- 
ed over radio station WMAQ on Karen 
Walch’s Night Desk program that the 
purpose of the industry’s advertising 
program endeavors to make beer Amet- 
ica’s dinner table beverage. 


The avowed purpose of liquor adver- 
tising is to bring liquor into Ameri- 
cans’ homes. 


The whole truth is not said. 


There are more than 7-million prob- 
lem drinkers in America today. Many 
of these problem drinkers got their in- 
troduction to alcohol with less social 
pressure than is brought to bear by 
advertising industry today. 


Ask the man on Skid Row how he 
came to be a drunkard. Alcohol is never 
represented by the advertisers as being 
a habit forming intoxicant. The unsus- 
pecting youth is never encouraged to 
think of the possible ultimate conse- 
quence of the merely social drink. 


The whole truth is not said. 


At a White House conference on Pub- 
lic Safety held in Chicago April 1-2, of 
this year, the statement was made that 
one third of auto accidents may be at-

And, in addition, I have 
the satisfaction—the deep satisfaction—of 
knowing that I have put more than three 
hundred other men in businesses of their 
own. Since I have no need for money, the 
greatest satisfaction I get from life, is shar- 
ing my secret of personal independence with 
others—seeing them achieve the same 
heights of happiness that have come into 
my own life. 

Please don’t misunderstand this state- 
ment. I am not a philanthropist. I believe 
that charity is something that no proud 
man will accept. I have never seen a man 
who was worth his salt who would accept

Editor’s Note: The author discusses the complexity of the problem 
created by the fluoridation of communal water supplies and presents 
evidence which heretofore has not been generally available. 





I WISH TO STATE that at one time I 

was one hundred per cent in favor 
of the fluoridation of water, that I was 
the only dentist from South Jersey in- 
terested enough to attend the famous 
symposium on fluorine held in New 


York City in 1944. 


Yes, I heard all those fine men but I 
was only told what they had to offer. 
As I look back on it now and the infor- 
mation I compiled, there was nothing 
offered but statistics and presumptions, 
without even one complete set of facts 
on the whole picture. 


They did find fluorine in water and 
with that finding the public was not 
informed of anything further. When I 
left that meeting I was a convert to 
fluoridation. 


Through my interest in studies of 
body chemistry and applied nutrition 
and supplemented by my studies among 
natives in various parts of Africa, I be- 
came more convinced of the futility of 
fluoridation. 


Our studies always included the per- 
centage of fluorosis found, and in which 
tribes it was more predominant. This 
predominance varied with their source 
of water supply. 


The only place in the world today 
where there is a controlled experiment 
being carried on with nature’s fluorine 
is in the town of Kisumu, Kenya, this 
being due to economics and not man’s 
plan.

Let us consider that the published 
statistics regarding fluoridation reduc- 
ing dental caries as presumably correct, 
and let us not remember that this fluo- 
rine program, if sound, violates a de- 
finite constitutional right forcing people 
who think otherwise to conform to it. 


This problem of caries prevention is 
an individual problem and one that 
cannot spread from one person to an- 
other or cause an epidemic to the whole 


‘community. 


Fluoridation is an effort to prevent 
or retard a condition of malnutrition 
and degeneration which, with proper 
food, cannot occur. 


If the medical and dental profession 
were really interested as a whole they 
could make it possible to prescribe 
fluorine in any percentage for any indi- 
vidual at any particular age to be taken 
in definite quantities. There is no law 
that forbids the dentist from doing this. 


Facts vs. Statistics 


I only believe in facts — not statis- 
tics — and a picture of the whole — 
not a minute part of the whole. 


Assuming that iodine or penicillin 
is the drug to be used to combat an in- 
fection, should I have to drink it every 
day because my neighbor expects to 
cut his finger some day? 
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Says Dr. Gottlich of Amsterdam: 
“From whatever point of view we may 
consider the problem of dental caries, 
still the direct causative agent remains 
fermentation of carbohydrates, origin- 
ating in food debris lodging around 
teeth.” 


And in March, 1951 Life Magazine 
published the research work of North- 
western University showing how refined 
sugar as part of rats’ diet caused de- 
cay. 

You are all acquainted with the name 
of Dr. John Knutson, D.D.S., Dr. P. 
H., Chief, Dental Public Health Section, 
States Relation Division, Federal Secur- 
ity Agency, and Public Health Service. 


In an annotated summary of his ad- 
dress on “The Use of Fluorides in Den- 
tistry” before the Dental Society in 
Camden, New Jersey December 15, 
1948, the only work which proved of 
some value in his hands and Dr. Bibby’s 


was the topical use of fluorine. His 
very last paragraph states: 
“The oral administration of fluor- 


ides in the form of pills, has not been 
proven effective in reducing dental de- 
cay. This is probably due to the fact 
that calcium fluoride, the principle con- 
stituent of such pills, is not readily 
soluble.” 


How could this statement be so easily 
forgotten? 


According to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture as published 
in 1942 Yearbook, “Keeping Live- 
stock Healthy,” page 338: 


“Fluorine is widely distributed in na- 
ture in soil, rocks, water and plants. 
All animals contain traces of fluorine 
in their bodies, concentrated chiefly in 
the bones and teeth, but there is little 
evidence that it is an essential consti- 
tuent of the structures. 


“As little as one part per million of 
fluorine in the drinking water when 
used during the period of tooth for- 
mation will cause mottled enamel in 
human teeth.” 


Still quoting, “Fluorine is a cumu- 
lative poison and long-continued con- 
sumption of relatively small quantities 
produces chronic fluorosis in all farm 
animals and poultry. 


“The general symptoms of chronic 
fluorine poisoning are abnormal teeth 
and bones, stiffness of joints, loss of 
appetite, emaciation, reduction of milk 


SACRED RECORD 
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flow, diarrhea, salt hunger, kidney dam- 
age, and injury to other organs such as 
liver, heart, adrenal glands, testes, and 
thyroid.” 


Page 658, “Fluorine poisoning as 
seen in cattle is usually of the chronic 
type caused by the consumption of a 
small amount of fluorine over a consid- 
erable period. And Reed and Huffman 
of Michigan, and Phillips, Hart, and 
Bohstedt of Wisconsin have observed 
harmful results as follows: 


“Health of animals declined, their 
teeth became badly worn, jaw bones 
and leg bones became abnormally thick 
— and rough, loss of appetite, progres- 
sive emaciation, decreased milk yield, 
delay of estrum after giving birth, and 
lowered birth rate of calves.” 


Also may be found in the “Yearbook 
of Agriculture,” “At the Ohio experi- 
mental station the studies of Kick, Beth- 
ke, and Record showed that chicks can 
tolerate a larger quantity of fluorine in 
the form of calcium fluoride than in the 
form of sodium fluoride. 


“They concluded that when the diet 
of chicks contains more than 0.036 
p-p.m. (36 thousandth of 1 per cent) of 
fluorine from either sodium fluoride or 
rockphosphate, feed consumption and 
growth are decreased in proportion to 
the fluorine content of the diet.”

Other Essential Minerals 


In Modern Nutrition, January 1952, 
published by the American Academy of 
Applied Nutrition, four of the minerals 
listed as essential parts of tooth struc- 
ture are calcium, phosphorus, silicon, 
and fluorine, not just fluorine. 


These elements are found in spinach, 
asparagus, milk, oranges, Swiss chard, 
onions, potato peelings, cabbage, car- 
rots, apples, whole wheat, seafoods, egg 
yolks, kale, beets, brown rice, brussel 
sprouts, pumpkins, radishes, tomatoes, 
parsnips, strawberries, lettuce, celery, 
and lentils. 


As far back as June 22, 1892, Sir 
James Crichton-Browne in speaking be- 
fore the British Dental Association took 
for the subject of his address the thesis 
that dental caries was increasing in 
England. His words were in part: 


“If, in our dislike to grittiness, which 
has run parallel to our addiction to 
soft and succulent food and in our pref- 
erence for white and fine flour, we have 
cut off the main source of fluorine to 
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our systems, it is not difficult to under- 
stand how we may have thereby incur- 
red comparatively feeble and unpro- 
tected teeth with a diminished power of 
resistance to adverse influences and pe- 
culiarly liable to decay.” 


Reported in February 1952 Journal 
of the American Dental Association was 
the following: Dr. John J. Martin 
quotes as the result of the Evanston 
Dental Caries study: 


“Fresh and frozen vegetables cooked 
in fluoride-containing waters, absorb- 
ed and retained some of the fluorine 
from the cooking water. Vegetables 
cooked in a saucepan absorbed more 
fluorine than those cooked in a pres- 
sure cooker.” 


And Dr. Alfred L. Ogilvie reported 
definite histological (or tissue cell) 
changes following sodium fluoride ad- 
ministration. 


In 1947, Drs. Turner and Crowell 
reported on the relationship of Trypto- 
phane in carbohydrate metabolism, 
how with its proper presence caries is 
impossible. 


Both Dr. Volker of Tufts and the Un- 
iversity of Pennsylvania Dental College 
have shown that where there are less 
than 1000 Lactobacilli per cc. in colony 
count dental decay is questionable. 


Without the use of fluorine Dr. Mil- 
ton Hanke while a member of the 
Sprague Memorial Institute at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago conducted control- 
led experiments at Mooseheart, the fa- 
mous city of childhood, on 341 boys 
and girls, aged 10 to 17, for a period 
of 314 years with the result that tooth 
decay was reduced 57 per cent, gum 
troubles lessened 83 per cent, and the 
rate of growth was improved with just 
the addition of citrus fruit. 


Hereford, Texas 


I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that when Dr. George W. Heard, of 
Hereford, Texas, first drew attention to 
the fantastic low rate of decay peculiar 
to sections having a high fluoride con- 
tent in their drinking water, he stated 
that fluorine alone was not the answer. 


In another Texas town research men 
found that with the same concentration 
of fluorides, 2.5 parts per million, the 
decay rate, though low, was twice the 
rate of Hereford. 


Field men gathered samples of meat. 
milk, wheat, and vegetables for analy- 
sis at Texas Technological College and 
reported from the outset that one fact 
stood out clearly: 


The foods were astonishingly high in 
phosphorus, probably the most vital of 
all soil minerals. And that it seems pos- 
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sible that tooth decay is merely the first 
outcropping of phosphorus deficiency. 


Woodstown, New Jersey 


Your attention has been called to the 
superior teeth of the children living in 
the Woodstown, New Jersey area, the 
credit being given to the high content 
of fluorides in the water. 


What you have not been told is that 
the total solids or minerals of the 
Woodstown water are 300 per cent to 
400 per cent more abundant than towns 
having rampant decay. 


For example, Blackwood, New Jer- 
sey was originally reported by Dr. Wi- 
san as one of the towns having fluoride 
in its water supply, it being 0.24 p.p.m. 
with total solids 103 p.p.m. 


The D.M.F. (decayed, missing, fill- 
ed teeth) rate of this school with fluo- 
rine present is very high. 


The water analysis of Woodstown dis- 
closes that it contains not only 2.3 to 
2.6 p.p.m. of fluorine but also 484 
p.p.m. of total solids or more than four 
and a half times as much as Blackwood. 
These total available solids are mostly 
in the form of carbonates and phos- 
phates and, as Dr. Harold F. Hawkins 
states: 


“The tooth is composed essentially 
of lime salts. The enamel is the most 
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important tooth structure in a consider- 
ation of caries, for if there is no gum 
recession the enamel has to be pene- 
trated before the dentin can become 
involved. 


“The enamel is composed of almost 
90 per cent tricalcium phosphate and 
about 10 per cent calcium carbonate 
with traces of magnesium, fluorine, 
etc.” 





As you see, Woodstown is blessed 
with an abundance of those precious 


tooth-forming minerals — not just fluo- 
rine alone. 


If Woodstown or any other “near- 
perfect-tooth-town” is what we are striv- 
ing for, then let us place in our inferior 
waters all the other missing minerals 
in their optimum proportions and com- 
plete the whole tooth building program, 
not just the “glittering” fluorine, made 
conspicuous by its excess. 


Here, once again, all that glitters may 
not be gold. 





THE CHURCH AND VES YOUTH

ODAY we hear a great deal about 

teen-age delinquency and the prob- 
lem teenagers are to their parents, to 
the church and to the community. 

The juvenile problem doubtless has 
become one of America’s heartaches. 
Ever increasingly, youngsters from ail 
walks of life are getting into trouble. 


The children of Christian homes are 
frequently caught up in the floodtide of 





juvenile evil; so the problem is one all | 


of us must face. 

Why is it that youngsters get into 
trouble? 

There are many reasons: a strong 
dislike for parents (especially for a 
stepmother or father), the lack of se- 
curity, the desire to be noticed, and 


the lack of a wholesome home environ- 


ment.

These, plus many other factors, have 
a tendezicy to cause within the teenager 
emotional disturbances resulting in the 
desire to go wrong or get even. 


Quite often Christian people discuss 
the subject of delinquency, but I have 
seldom heard them assume a share in 
the responsibility. 


There is a feeling on their part, I am 
afraid, that most youngsters in trouble 
have never attended church or Sunday 
School. This notion I wish to challenge. 


I have found, since coming to Taco- 
ma, and sitting in the juvenile court- 
room during many hearings, that the 
church is no assurance against delin- 
quency.

During the past two years Judge Ber- 
til Johnson of the Pierce County Juve- 
nile Court, Tacoma, Washington, has 
asked approximately eighteen hundred 
teenagers whether or not they had ever 
attended Sunday School. 


Judge Johnson reports that approxi- 
mately 80 per cent had at one time at- 
tended Sunday School. 


An example of the conversation be- 
tween the Judge and a youngster before 
him recently was as follows: 


“Son, do you attend Sunday School 
or church?” 


“No ” 
“Did you ever attend?” 
“Yes, I used to go, I quit.” 


“After you dropped out of Sunday 
School, did anyone come to see you and 
try to get you to come again?” 


No Follow Up Program 


It was a shock to learn that less than 
one per cent of these teenagers who had 
at one time attended our Sunday 
Schools could say that they had ever 
received a personal contact, phone call, 
or even a postcard encouraging them 
to return. 
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Out of these 80 per cent, or approxi- 
mately 1,500 teenagers, only two per 
cent could say that they were actively 
engaged in the youth program of the 
church or even attending Sunday School 
at the time of their delinquency. 


We are doing a great job with the 
teenager we are holding, but what 
about the hundreds every year we are 
losing, and are doing nothing about it? 


It is shocking to realize that eight 
out of every ten of the teenagers who 
enter our church doors during their 
primary years are lost to the church be- 
fore they reach their midteens, and we 
do very little to get them back. 


Then there is another problem. 


Recently a teenager was before Judge 
Johnson for grand larceny. The Judge 
asked the boy the usual questions con- 
cerning his attendance in Sunday 
School and found that the boy was con- 
sistently attending a full Gospel church. 
The boy made the statement which in- 
timated that he did not enjoy church 
because there were no other teenage 
boys attending. 


“Don’t you feel a sense of responsi- 
bility to your church and to God to help 
other teenagers into your youth pro- 
gram?” the Judge asked. 


“Frankly, Sir,” the boy commented, 
“my church does not run any pro- 
gram for its youth. There is nothing 
in our church that would appeal to the 
average teenager.” 


Two different cases, the boy who at- 
tends Sunday School regularly and the 
boy who seldom attends church, but 
really only one problem. 


The church isn’t holding the interest 
of the modern teenager. There is only 
one reason why a teenager loses inter- 
est and drops out of the church pro- 
gram — there is nothing to capture his 
loyalty — no program to make him 
want to attend his church. 


Social Functions 


Young people today are not looking 
for a program consisting entirely of 
social events and parties, but they do 
expect, along with the Gospel, a pro- 
gram which meets their social needs. 
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We cannot provide all the glitter of 
the world but we can, without spiritual 
compromise, dress up our church youth 
programs and make them a little more 
appealing to the modern teenager. 


The social program is not the only 
answer, for too often we have forgotten 
that the basic and fundamental require- 
ment for salvation is a born-again ex- 
perience. 


Yes, we recognize the fact that the 
drunk from skid row and the social out- 
cast need to be born again, but what 
about that young person who was 
raised in our church — the board mem- 
ber’s son, the Sunday School teacher’s 
daughter, the teenager who sings in our 
choir, the young person who plays in 
our orchestra? 


Have they ever found Jesus Christ 
as their personal Saviour? It takes 
more than a life time of church influ- 
ence to make our young people Chris- 
tians. They need to have a personal 
experience with the Lord. 


At home, and sometimes at church, 
all our young people hear is “Don’t do 
this,” and “you can’t go there.” 


It is all too easy, as one writer ob- 
serves, for a Christian home not to be 
strict enough, or else to have strictness 
that is either (a) inconsistent, (b) un- 





reasonable, or (c) hard-boiled instead

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By allowing the home to become un- 
pleasant or even too much like a church, 
Christian parents fail to provide a 
wholesome atmosphere. 


Children need a home where they can 
have fellowship and fun as well as de- 
votion. 


A young person is not looking for a 
negative gospel, but one that is positive. 


When Christ was on earth He spent 
little time reprimanding man for his 
present way of life, but by example and 
through teaching showed man a better 
way to live. 


Mom, dad, teacher, pastor: we must 
be to our teenager what Christ was to 
His generation — an example, one that 
will show our teenager how Christianity 
works in our lives. 


The church today faces a tremendous 
challenge in its youth. Here’s how we 
can meet that challenge: 


A Positive Program 


1. Make sure a conscientious effort 
is made to regain that one that dropped 
out of our Sunday School or that one 
who is showing signs of dropping out. 


2. Contact the parents of our Sunday 
School students, and try to get the en- 
tire family into our church program. 


3. Present to the young person a pos- 
itive practical Gospel as a part of 
everyday life — not merely a one night 
emotional experience. Give them more 
than feeling on which to base their sal- 
vation. 


4. Be an encouragement to the young 
person, not a discouragement. 


5. Train teachers in personal evan- 
gelism and instruct them in how to lead 
a student to Christ. 


6. Provide recreational and_ social 
outlets so that the church will meet 
socially the needs of the normal teen- 
ager. 


7. Parents, show an interest in the 
church program and encourage your 
children to attend its services and ac- 
tivities. 

8. Utilize outside programs such as 
Youth for Christ and the High School 
Bible Clubs, that encourage our teen- 
agers to live for Christ in school. 


In conclusion, a teenager is not look- 
ing for an emotional experience mea- 
sured by feeling, but for a very practi- 
cal Gospel.

The challenge of America’s teenager 
is ours. We hold in our hands the 
church of tomorrow. Dare we fail? 
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THE ART of the world owes a great 

debt to the Christian. For nearly 
two thousand years, they have been 
leaders in esthetic achievement, and 
many have succeeded in capturing its 
ideals and inspirations, and transfer- 
ring them to stone and canvas. 


For the past five centuries early be- 
lievers — Jew, Greek and Roman ... 
struggled in the dim dusk of the cata- 
combs of Rome to give visual expres- 
sion to their religion. 


Under the wavering glow of torch- 
light, they covered the vast walls of 
their underground meeting places with 
scenes and incidents from the Scrip- 
tures.

Ralph Pallen Coleman. Prior to 1942 
he had gained important stature as a 
commercial artist. 


His work can be found on covers of 
such magazines as The Saturday Even- 
ing Post, Good Housekeeping and La- 
dies’ Home Journal. 


In addition, many of the books by 
such authors as Somerset Maugham, 
Rex Beach, Paul Gallico, Clarence Bud- 
dington Kelland and many others, in- 
clude illustrations by Mr. Coleman.

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Ralph Coleman’s illustrations are 
characterized by a continuity of ap- 
pearance, expression and dress. As a re- 
sult, each figure in the series of Cole- 
man paintings is readily recognizable. 


In discussing the creation of the char- 
acterizations for the Biblical personali- 
ties he portrays, Mr. Coleman says: 


“I have been deeply concerned with 
the formidable problem involved. I have 
seen where many artists have made Je- 
sus look like an old man, while others 
have made Him look too effeminate. 


“In my interpretation, I have tried 
to steer a course which will avoid either 
approach but still maintain the impres- 
sion of strength and manliness in a well- 
built body. Because He is the Son of 
God, I have endeavored to make His 
face as near perfect as I am able, avoid- 
ing any attempt to favor a particular 
type. 

“Usually Jesus’ hair is brown, except 
in certain lighting when it can assume 
a more golden hue. The eyes match 
the hair, but they too may be modi- 
fied by certain lighting conditions. 


“The brows are well-defined and a 
straight nose meets a mouth whose gen- 
tle warmth framed the phrases which 
have come down to us through the ages. 
The whole complexion gives evidence 
of a life spent out-of-doors.” 


When describing the clothing that 
Jesus wore, Mr. Coleman states, “I be- 
lieve there are some today who have 
doubted the authenticity of the white 
robe so often used in pictures. 


“While it may be true that He did 
wear a robe of some color on occasion, 
I prefer to clothe Him in the traditional 
garments of purity with which He has 
been identified ... in Matthew 17:2 
there is this statement, ‘And his raiment 
was white as the light.’ 


“In the final analysis,” says Mr. Cole- 
man, “the Christian in art faces a chal- 
lenge — a challenge not only to his 
ability as an artist, but also to his faith 
as a Christian — a challenge that he 
may conceive and execute the work he 
does with a deep conviction of its truth 
and, in all humility and devotion, dedi- 
cate it to the glory of God.”

INANE INCONSISTENCY 


The Tennessee Valley Authority is having a birthday this 
year — its 25th. 


To mark the 25th milestone of the “Great Yardstick,” 
it has prepared a 25-thousand-word news kit for newspapers 
published in the area it serves — a considerable proportion of 
which is devoted to extolling the virtue of public power. 


It is estimated that this 25-thousand-word document has 
cost the American taxpayers at least one hundred thousand 
dollars! 

The public power zealots regard this vast outlay of tax 
money as being perfectly legitimate. “The people must be 
told just how fortunate they are in having made available to 


them the public power developed by TVA,” they argue. 


But, these same ardent proponents of public power, with 
an inconsistency that borders on the ludicrous, applaud and 
approve a recent ruling of the Internal Revenue Service that 
privately owned utilities cannot deduct the cost of their ad- 
vertising as a legitimate business expense, when that advertis- 
ing points out the advantage of private over government own- 
ership of utilities. 


Just how long are the long-suffering taxpayers going to put 
up with this ridiculous nonsense that makes fish of one and 
fowl of another? 


They can put an end to it, but quickly, if they will do two 
things: 

(1) Write the Internal Revenue Service, 12th and Consti- 
tution Avenue, Washington, D.C., registering a protest against 
the ruling; and (2) Send copies of the letter to their Con- 
gressman and two United States Senators. 


That will entail a cost of sixteen cents postage (at the new 
rate just recently put in effect) per taxpayer. It looks to this 
“Viewer of the American Way” that this would be a 16-cents

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essary to enslave a free people by 
force of arms. It’s easier, and more ef- 
fective, if you can make them give up 
their liberty voluntarily. 


A quiet but persistent campaign has 
been going on for years to get Ameri- 
cans to relinquish the independence 
and sovereignty they fought so hard to 
win 182 years ago. Now the campaign 
is being souped up in an all-out drive. 


If we don’t watch our steps, we may 
wake up one morning to find we are no 
longer the United States of America but 
part of a world-wide conglomeration of 
socialist, fascist and even communist 
nations. 


The opening gun in this drive against 
the sovereignty of Americans was fired 
by Prime Minister Macmillan of Great 
Britain. He was over here in June con- 
ferring with President Eisenhower and 
making a speech or two. 


He proposed that the United States 
of America go in for what he called 
“interdependence” —not independence, 
but interdependence. That’s a nice, big, 
mouth-filling word. What does it mean? 


Well, according to Mr. Macmillan, 
the United States should hook itself up 
economically and politically, with the 
countries of Western Europe, including, 
of course, England and the British Em- 
pire. 


In plain English, what the Prime Min- 
ister was proposing was nothing less 
than the long-held British dream of get- 
ting the United States of America back 
into the British Empire. 


Evidently Mr. Macmillan felt he had 
to add sugar-coating to the pill he of- 
fered, so he included in his proposed 
political and economic union all of the 
so-called “free world.” 


Of course, we can hardly blame the 
British Prime Minister for trying to 
put over this idea. His country is faced 
at home with a socialist-ridden econom- 
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ic system which must either fall apart 
or go the rest of the way down the road 
to complete collectivism. 


As for the British Empire, hardly a 
day goes by that another sign of its 
rapid disintegration does not appear.

What better “out” could there be, 
from the British standpoint, than to get 
the United States of America to hand 
over her sovereignty, independence and 
wealth in an attempt to save the crum- 
bling British and European systems? 


But what are we to think of Ameri- 
cans who have so far forgotten their 
heritage that they, too, go overboard 
for the same or similar schemes? 


The Rockefeller Fund 
Mr. Macmillan had hardly left our 


shores when an outfit known as _ the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund came up with 
a report. 


This fund, incidentally, is headed by 
Nelson Rockefeller. He is a “modern” 
Republican who was also very much at 
home in the New and Fair Deals. How- 
ever, the report itself was written by 
a Harvard professor, once head of the 
Marshall giveaway plan in Europe. 


The gist of the report is a demand 
that we set up a system of world trade 
in which all national barriers would be 
wiped out. 


That means, simply, that the United 
States of America would open its doors 
to the products of countries with low 
wages, while at the same time we fi- 
nanced those countries so they could 
“buy” from us.

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But the heart of the scheme, as stated 
by the New York Times, was this: “The 
United States was urged to undertake 
the bold and visionary move of spon- 
soring a new world order.” 


The older excuses for these various 
“world government” schemes have be- 
come a little tattered. So, very obliging- 
ly, our State Department came up with 
a new one — on the very same day the 
Rockefeller Fund report was issued. 


“Buying” Friendship 


It seems we face a terrible challenge 
in the economic field from Russia. The 
Soviet can’t properly feed her own peo- 
ple under her communist system. But, 
according to the State Department, she’s 
winning away from us “friends” in the 
world — with 2-billion dollars in for- 
eign aid! 


We have given away close to 70-bil- 
lion dollars — and have fewer “friends” 
than when we started. 


But Russia’s going to accomplish 
with 2-billion dollars what we couldn’t 
do with 70-billion dollars. 


Therefore, according to those who 
worry about every nation in the world 
except the United States of America, 
our only salvation is to go into some 
sort of British-American alliance, or 
union with Western Europe, or “world 
government” — thus water down and 
eventually give up entirely the unique 
form of the American system of govern- 
ment. 


It never occurs to these world-govern- 
menters that the only salvation of the 
American system is its protection at 
any cost from dilution by the European 
systems, if we are to remain free. 


Europe, of course, wants nothing to 
do with our system, which she cannot 
even comprehend. She wants only to 
drag us down to her level. 


Mr. Macmillan made one too many 
speeches while he was here, and let the 
cat out of the bag. 


He said the United States of America 
must “act as chief banker of the world.” 
There you have it — we must bankrupt 
ourselves, and give up our independence 
in the bargain, to save a “free” world 
which is not free. 


But do not dismiss these schemes as 
hairbrained or visionary. Keep your 
eye on your leaders. 


Both the President and his Secretary 
of State, as well as a number of mem- 
bers of the House and Senate, have on 
more than one occasion expressed them- 
selves as in favor of one or another of 
these “world government” schemes.

For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first; Then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall we 
ever be with the Lord. Wherefore com- 
fort one another with these words. 
I Thessalonians 4:16-18. 


MULTITUDES OF PEOPLE have 

asked, “Will Christ return?” But 
the expectation of Christ’s return has 
been a binding factor among those who 
are His followers. 


His life, death, resurrection, ascen- 
sion, and His pending return each con- 
tribute to a feeling of esprit de corps 
among believers. 


People who have received Christ as 
ersonal Saviour have likewise conso- 
ation in knowing that Christ sent a 
Comforter, the Holy Spirit, to minister 
till He comes again. 


Admittedly, there has been room for 
controversy on the subject of the Lord’s 
return, but this seems to be due to the 
limited knowledge which man has con- 
cerning this important event. 


Much of the knowledge gained is a 
matter of borrowing from someone else. 
In research, naturally, we want to con- 
sult first the Bible to guide as we seek 
knowledge about the Second Coming of 
Christ. 


We are constantly reminded that in 
order to understand that which is spir- 
itual we must be “comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual.” (I Corinthians 
2:13) 
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Therefore, in this Geophysical Year 
1958 we are led to explore the Scrip- 
tures for the answer to the question, 
“Will Christ Return?” 


For those who are genuinely born- 
again there is the constant delving into 


God’s Word for the spiritual food. 


Being constantly reminded of the 
missionary opportunities around us, 
and the admonition in the Bible to com- 
mit the Word to “faithful men who shall 
be able to teach others also” (II Timo- 
thy 2:2), we know that we dare not 
wait for Christ may come in 1958. 


I believe that His return is imminent. 
Conditions around us seem to indicate 
the nearness of the hour. Even the con- 
dition of the church indicates that 
Christ will come soon. 


Oh, that we might have the great com- 
mon denominator of the Faith, “love” 
evidenced in the lives of those who are 
saved. 


The Rapture of the Church, to be 
sure, could be at any time. The Chris- 
tian’s hopes should be centered in the 
One who will beckon to those who are 


His. 
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As Christians we are aware that the 
“hope of His calling” (Ephesians 1:18) 
is “that we should be holy and without 
blame before Him in love” (Ephesians 
1:4). 


We note that man is still trying to 
make himself equal with God and this 
should remind us of our solemn respon- 
sibility of winning souls to Christ. 


We are to be as satellites of the Lord, 
letting our light so shine before men 
that they may see our good works, and 
glorify our Father Who is in heaven. 


It is said that the return of Christ is 
mentioned over 300 times in the Bible. 
Let us concern ourselves with some 
questions and answers on the subject: 


Questions and Answers 


I. First, “Were two comings of Christ 
prophesied in the Scriptures?” Yes. 
Hebrews 9:28, “Christ was once offer- 
ed to bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he appear 
the second time without sin unto salva- 
tion.” 


At His first advent He came to bear 
the sins of the whole world, but we 
read, that at His second coming He will 
come without sin unto salvation, having 
already “paid the penalty” for our sins. 


II. Next we ask: “Does the Old Tes- 
tament predict two Messianic advents 
or comings?” 


Yes. Isaiah 7:14, “Behold, a virgin 
shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall 
call his name Immanuel.” This speaks 
of the first advent. 


And concerning the second advent 
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we read in Zechariah 14:4, “And his 
feet shall stand in that day upon the 
mount of Olives ...” 


The first phase of His second coming 
will be the rapture of the saints, and the 
second phase will be when His feet shall 
stand in that day upon the Mount of 
Olives. 


The second phase will be called the 
revelation for He will be publicly reveal- 
ed to the world in the same manner as 
is described in Acts 1:11, “Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? this same Jesus, which is taken 
up from you into heaven, shall so come 
in like manner as ye have seen him go 
into heaven.” 


The rapture of believers will precede 
the second advent. 


We are anxious to pursue the Scrip- 
tural plan of the Lord’s return being 
fully persuaded that what He had prom- 
ised, He is able also to perform. 


III. So we ask, “Did Jesus promise 
to return?” Yes. John 14:3, “If I go 
to prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself.” 


As we read the Book of Revelation 
we see that this new home for the 
“Bride of Christ” transcends any of our 
descriptions. 


Christ as the Messiah 


IV. “Do the Jews believe in the 
coming of the Messiah?” 


Yes. Habbakkuk 2:3, “The vision is 
yet for an appointed time, but at the 
end of it shall speak and not lie: though 
it tarry, wait for it; because it will sure- 
ly come.” 


Also we read in Deuteronomy 30:3, 
“Then the Lord thy God will turn thy 
captivity, and have compassion upon 
thee, and will return and gather thee 
from all the nations, whither the Lord 
thy God hath scattered thee.” 


As the Jews use the Old Testament 
they must be aware of the great move- 
ment of the Jewish nation back to the 
land which God promised them. 


Believers naturally do not want to 
forsake the assembling of themselves 
together for study and worship. The 
church, from the first was meeting in 
fellowship groups and the question 
“Will Christ Return?” has undoubtedly 


been of great importance in discussions. 


V. We ask therefore: “Does the Chris- 
tian Church believe in the return of 
Christ?” Absolutely! 


Realizing that Jesus Christ is Head 
of the church and that believers in 
Christ constitute the body we each “look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: 
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who shall change our vile body, that it 
may be fashioned like unto His ...” 
(Philippians 3:20-21) 


VI. If, therefore, we look for the 
Saviour, “How will He come?” 


Revelation 1:7 tells us, “Behold, he 
cometh with clouds; and every eye shall 
see him, and they also which pierced 
him.” 


And again Acts 1:11, “This same 
Jesus which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner 


” 


Countries the world over have equip- 
ped their military forces with radar 
and other devices to announce the com- 
ing of an expected enemy. God does not 
equip us with such contraptions but the 
immense desire of our lives is that we 


might be ready. 


False Alarms 


VII. Some have sounded the false 
alarm and others predict the time when 
Jesus will return. Though some have 
been wrong in announcing the time of 
arrival of Him who is altogether lovely, 
let us consider the question “When will 
He come again?” 


Matthew 24:44, “Be ye also ready: 
for in such an hour as ye think not, the 
Son of Man cometh.” 


VIII. “Did the Apostles expect Christ 
to return?” Yes. It was in their message 
that Christ should return. 


I Thessalonians 4:15-18, “For this 
we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we which are alive and re- 
main unto the coming of the Lord shall 
not prevent them which are asleep. For 
the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a_ shout Wherefore 
comfort one another with these words.” 


IX. And finally, “What should be our 
attitude?” 


In Titus 2:11-13 we read, “For the 
grace of God that bringeth salvation 
hath appeared to all men, teaching us 
that, denying ungodliness and worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, righteous- 
ly and godly, in this present world; 
Looking for that blessed hope, and 
the glorious appearing of the great God 
and our Saviour Jesus Christ.” 


Just as all the instruments in an or- 
chestra are necessary for perfect mel- 
ody, even so all the doctrines God has 
given in His Word are necessary for 
perfect harmony in a Christian’s life. 


“For God hath not appointed us to 
wrath, but to obtain salvation by our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who died for us, 
that whether we wake or sleep, we 
should live together with him.” (I Thes- 
salonians 5:9,19) 
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IS SCHOLARSHIP 
ON THE SIDE OF 
MODERNISM?

N OUR INVESTIGATION let us 

take, for instance, the one single sub- 
ject of Evolution as it is the recognized 
keynote of Modernism. 


The modernists, especially when the 
puzzling question of organic evolution 
was notably before the bar of public 
inquiry, went so far as to claim that 
there is no longer any question as to the 
truth of evolution; that it is the accept- 
ed doctrine of the natural sciences to 
the extent that it has long since ceased 
to be a subject of debate in standard 
scientific journals or in organized con- 
ferences or conventions of men of 
science. 


Surely this is some positive, auda- 
cious and dogmatic statement — tanta- 
mount to saying that evolution has out- 
grown the rank of an hypothesis and 
become one of the universally recogniz- 
ed facts of science. 


If it be asserted that scientific evo- 
lutionists never made such a_ broad, 
sweeping, dogmatic claim, we have the 
doctrinal evidence in hand that such 
was and is the case. 


Professor Charles Davenport, De- 
partment of Experimental Evolution, 
Carnegie Institute, Washington, D.C. 
along about the time Bryan had stirred 
up such a furor on the subject, made 
bold to say that he did not know of a 





single modern scientific man who did 
not believe in evolution. 


Professor S. W. Williston, Depart- 
ment of Paleontology of Chicago, dur- 
ing the national agitation of the subject, 
said: “I know of no biologist, whether 
of high or low degree, master or tyro, 
who ventures to suggest a doubt as to 
the fundamental truths of organic evo- 
lution.” 


Professor Henry Fairfield Osborne, 
noted opponent of Bryan in his day, did 
not even hesitate to affirm, “We know 
that the one-toed horse and a four-toed 
ancestor and that man has descended 
from an ape-like form somewhere in 
the tertiary.” 


There was no think-so, guess-so, may- 
be-so with dear Dr. Osborne. He boast- 
ed that he had a “know-so” clinch or 
clue on Evolution! 


Haeckel, in Darwin’s day, again and 
again declared that man actually de- 
scended from the ape, that evolution, 
therefore, was an established fact and 
not a mere theory. 


If the evolutionists were asked to fur- 
nish proof of their “transformation” 
theory, they immediately pointed to the 
so-called “evidences” in comparative 
anatomy, embryology, geology, rudi- 
mentary organs, geographical distribu- 
tion, classification and the blood test. 
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A Dual Claim 


They make a dual claim. First, they 
claim, and then proclaim to the world, 
that evolution is true. 


Second, they claim and proclaim that 
all the scholars and scientists on earth 
believe in evolution. The reader can 
see that these are two tremendous 
claims. 


When a highly polished and _ pedi- 
greed professor pulled these two propo- 
sitions on his pupils, he made a _ pro- 
found impression upon their receptive 
minds. 


No wonder the Darwinian theory 
was in the saddle in the scientific field 
when the Fundamentalists arose to de- 
fend the Genesis account of the crea- 
tion of man in the image of the Master. 


The writer is glad that he had at least 
a small part in the fight for the Faith 
of the Fathers, and has delivered ap- 
proximately five hundred lectures 
against the biological baboon boosters. 


Joseph McCabe in the A.B.C. of Evo- 
lution says: “Now there is not a man 
of science in the world who does not 
admit of man’s descent from ape-like 
form; and I do not think there is a 
bishop in the world who would oppose 
them.” This is “hail Columbia” on the 
bishops! 


Professor Conklin of Princeton Uni- 
versity, in the thick of this, declared: 
“There is no longer any doubt among 
scientists that man descended from ani- 
mals.” 


Talk about pageantry and pomposity! 
This is the limit! No longer any doubt 
among scientists! Hence if anyone en- 
tertained even a doubt of the descent of 
man from the monkey he was by this 
token not a scientist. 


Let us hear from another noted Evo- 
lutionist in the midst of the fray when 
Bryan took the stump and lifted the 
cudgel against the monkeyites. 


Professor H. W. Conn, in his Method 
of Evolution, said: “It would probably 
be impossible to find among modern 
scientists anyone who would venture to 
hold any other opinion.” 


Had he said modernistic scientists, 
his statement would have been nearer 
the truth. 
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The convention of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence in Cincinnati, Ohio during the 
stormy days of the polemical debate on 
the subject, gave out the statement, ac- 
cording to the press, “that there is 
enough of evidence for evolution to 
convince any scientist of the world.” 


We see how obvious it is, by these 
lofty pretentions and sweeping claims, 
that the evolutionists brazenly attempt- 
ed to monopolize the scholarship of the 
world. 


If making gigantic boasts could settle 
the dispute, it would be settled beyond 
a peradventure and the possibility of a 
new trial. 


The Other Side 


But now let us look at the other side 
of the question for a while. 


Right in the midst of these trumpet- 
tongued heroes of evolutionary victor- 
ies and conquests, Professor Ritter of 
California, equally as learned and ad- 
vanced as any of the contingents, lifted 
a note of warning by declaring and pre- 
dicting that the whole battle would have 
to be fought over, not so much this 
time between scientists and theologians, 
but between scientists themselves. 


The anti-evolutionists, or the Theis- 
tic Christian Creationists, can present 
a long list of scholars on their side of 
the question which is a direct challenge 
and a flat denial of the loud claims of 
the “monkey” advocates. 


“When Greek meets Greek, then 
comes the tug of war.” Let us consider 
the following giants in the intellectual 
world 


Thomas Carlysle, eminent author and 
great thinker, who called evolution the 
gospel of dirt, said: “I have known 
three generations of Darwins — Athe- 
ists all!” Coming from a man like Car- 
lysle, this is certainly a heavy testimony 
and a “hot shot” against Darwinism. 


The great artist and scholar Ruskin 
declared that he had never heard one 
single sensible argument advanced in 
favor of evolution. Who would even 
care to say that Ruskin was incapable 
of weighing scientific evidence? 


Max Muller, the great Assyriologist 
and teacher of Sanskrit, declared that 
“human speech was the Rubicon across 
which the beast could never pass to 
man.” 


David Brewster, nestor of science and 
the father of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, declared: 
“We have absolute proof of the immut- 
ability (fixity) of species.” No change 
of species means no evolution. 


Lord Cuvier, the famous father of 
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Paleontology and comparative anatomy, 
was a formidable foe to the theory of 
evolution. His testimony is sufficient 
to counteract an entire regiment of evo- 
lutionists. “Where was Roderick then? 
His blast upon the bugle horn were 
worth a thousand men!” 


“Sheer Nonsense” 


Dr. Etheridge, the famous English 
fossilologist and curator of the great 
British Museum, declared that ‘“Nine- 
tenths of the talk of Evolution is sheer 
nonsense, not founded on observation 
and wholly unsupported by facts. This 
museum,” he said, “is full of proofs of 
the utter falsity of their (evolutionists) 
views.” 


George Mivart of the University Col- 
lege, Kensington, characterized Darwin- 
ism as a “puerile hypothesis.” 


The Duke of Argyle met Darwin face 
to face and opposed his theory with un- 
answerable argument. Darwin even ad- 
mitted in the Duke’s presence that he 
sometimes saw design in Nature, but 
that it faded from his vision. 


Louis Pasteur, the inventor of the 
germ theory and famous French scien- 
tist who delivered the final death blow 
to the theory of spontaneous generation, 
was an opponent to evolution. 


With spontaneous generation out of 
the picture, the evolutionists have no 
starting point. They utterly fail to ac- 
count for the origin of life. 


Professor Lionel S. Beale, who for 
sixty years was a teacher of science in 
King’s College, London, testified: 
“There is not a shadow of scientific evi- 
dence in favor of evolution.” 


Another prominent and most compe- 
tent scientific witness gives the mon- 
key theory a black eye. Professor 
Fleischman of Erlangen, a recognized 
scholar of the highest rank, declared: 
“The Darwin theory of descent has in 
the realm of nature not a single fact to 
confirm it.” 


In keeping with this volume of val- 
uable scientific evidence against evolu- 
tion, comes the confirmation of Profes-

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sor Zoeckler of Griefswald: “That the 
doctrine of Darwinian descent has been 
scientifically secured must most decid- 
edly be denied.” 


Another damaging testimony against 
evolution is found in the fact that 
Charles Linnaeus, the father of natural 
history and the inventor of the bino- 
minal nomenclature, was a sworn en- 
emy to evolution. He was a devout be- 
liever in special creation and a strong 
advocate of the principle of “everything 
after its kind.” 


Sir Roderick Murchison, the great 
geologist, said: “I know as much of 
nature in her geological ages as any 
living man, and I fearlessly say that 
our geologic record does not afford one 
syllable of evidence in support of Dar- 
win’s theory.” 


Original Creation 


Next in order we introduce the testi- 
mony of Sir Charles Bell, Professor of 
the University College of London and 
member of the Royal Societies of Lon- 
don and Edinburgh, who said: “Every- 
thing declares the species to have their 
origin in a distant creation, not in a 
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gradual variation from some original 
type.” 

From the Dominion of Canada comes 
the high authority from the noted geol- 
ogist Sir J. William Dawson that evolu- 
tion is one of the strangest phenomena 
of nature, that it is utterly destitute of 
truth. 


Another high scientific authority in 
the person of the noted Louis Agassiz 
regards the theory of evolution as a 
“scientific mistake, untrue to facts, 
unscientific in its methods and mis- 
chievous in its tendencies.” 


Professor C. C. Everett of Harvard 
was honest and courageous enough to 
openly declare that evolution is nothing 
but a mere dream. 


Professor N. S. Shaler, also of Har- 
vard, said, “Evolution is still essentially 
unverified.” This does not sound like 
all the scientists of the world are on the 
side of evolution. 


Rudolph Virchow, the noted anthro- 
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pologist, osteologist and craniologist of 
Berlin, said: “It is all nonsense. It 
cannot be proven that man descended 
from the ape or any other animal. All 
attempts to prove the transition of man 
from the monkey have ended in utter 
failure.” 


Lord Kelvin who, for forty years was 
head of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science, declared that 
evolution was an absurd and impos- 
sible doctrine, a fantastic speculation. 


Even down to our day Professor Ver- 
non Kellogg of Leland Stanford, an evo- 
lutionist himself, had to admit that a 
cloud of witnesses against its (evolu- 
tion’s) tenets arose in professors of 
Botany, of Zoology, of Paleontology, 
and of Pathology in the Universities of 
Berlin, Vienna, Strassburg, Tubingen, 
Amsterdam and elsewhere. 


The great geologist and_ scholar, 
George Frederick Wright, of Oberlin 
College, the man who wrote the Intro- 
duction to Alex Patterson’s book, “The 
Other Side of Evolution,” (the book 
from which Bryan got much of his in- 
formation) declared that nine-tenths of 
evolution is bad philosophy and one- 
tenth bad science. 


Professor Luther Townsend of Bos- 
ton University, who wrote the “Col- 
lapse of Evolution,” was a staunch and 
strong opponent to the theory of organ- 
ic evolution. 


False Claims 


How, in the name of common sense, 
can the evolutionists, in face of all these 
statements from recognized scholars 
and scientists of high repute, have the 
unmitigated gall to claim that all the 
scholarship of the world is in favor of 
evolution? 


Dr. Howard C. Morton, a recognized 
scholar of England, wrote a scientific 
book on the “Bankruptcy of Evolution.” 
Louis T. Moore, a few years ago, wrote 
a splendid volume on the “Dogma of 
Evolution.” He delivered ten lectures 
against evolution in Princeton Univer- 
sity in 1924. 


The noted British biologist, Profes- 
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sor J. S. Holdane, said “Evolution or 
no evolution, there is not the remotest 
possibility of deriving the organic from 
the inorganic.” 


The late William Jennings Bryan 
said, “There is no evidence to the con- 
trary. Those who reject the Virgin Birth 
do so solely because miracles are con- 
trary to the hypothesis of evolution, an 
hypothesis still unproven.” 


George Barry O’Toole, the learned 
biologist of Seton Hill College, Pennsyl- 
vania, wrote a very deep scientific book 
entitled “The Case Against Evolution.” 


The late Arthur I. Brown of Vancou- 
ver was a lecturer of national reputa- 
tion who exposed and opposed the the- 
ory of evolution and fully refuted all 
the arguments of the Darwinians. 


The keen-minded, competent and 
courageous Herbert Spencer, classified 
as an evolutionist himself, said: “No 
one but a mere tyro in science would 
claim that evolution is demonstrated 
fact — it is only a workable hypothesis. 
He also affirmed that “if there be no in- 
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heritance of acquired characteristics, 
there is no evolution.” 


The “inheritance of acquired char- 
acteristics” has never been scientifical- 


ly verified. 


During the history of the controversy 
over the theory of Evolution, over six 
hundred scientists in Europe met at one 
time and passed resolutions against the 
Darwinian theory. 


In the face of all this scientific evi- 
dence against the theory of organic 
evolution, modernists still have the braz- 
enness and unmitigated gall to pro- 
claim as heroes and _ trumpet-tongued 
heralds to the world that the evolution 
of man from the lower order of animals 
is true. But it is unproved and ready 
to be thrown on the junk pile of explod- 
ed theories. 


Finally, in sum and substance, there 
has never been a single statement of 
destructive higher criticism and mod- 
ernism (including evolution) but what 
has been met and fully refuted by men 
equally, if not more scholarly. 
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Editor’s Note: The ac- 
companying speech was 
made before Congress 
by Mr. Bryson shortly 
before his death.

Righteousness and sin are 
correctly defined and discus- 
sed in the Bible, and we are 
taught to seek the one and 
shun the other. 


Incomparable Lessons 


Incomparable lessons of 
truth and beauty await us in 
the Holy Scriptures, whether 
as individuals we come to 
them for personal help or as 
statesmen we seek guidance 
in national and internation- 
al problems. 


The destruction of one 
ancient people is attributed 
by a Bible prophet to “pride, 
fulness of bread, and abun- 
dance of idleness” and fail- 
ure to “strengthen the hand 
of the poor and needy” — 
Ezekiel 16:49. 


Another ancient empire, 
noted for its atrocities, elicit- 
ed this prophetic rebuke: 


Woe to the bloody city! it 
is all full of lies and robbery 
.-. Behold, | am against thee, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 





beyond a tallow dip in 
brightness, as Niagara is be- 
yond a mud puddle in glory, 
is the Bible — the Wonderful Word 


of God.” 


This marvelous Book, possessing the 
wonders of self-authentication, validat- 
ed by the Holy Spirit with a divine cer- 
tainty and with a divine conviction 
which is incommunicable by reason and 
impervious to the assaults of doubt. is 
the miracle Book of diversity in unity, 
the Book inexhaustive in adequacy. the 
Book regenerative in power, personal 
in application, inspired in totality. 


And this Book, which has for its 
theme Jesus Christ, Son of man without

Great service to the glory of God and 
the good of mankind render they who 
put this Book, with all its truths and 
wonders, before the eyes and in the 
hearts and in the minds of people. 


The social and economic principles 
of the Bible have made America great 
and will keep her great.

This was ancient Assyria, 
and it went to its well-deserved doom. 
It does not pay to have the Lord God 
of hosts against us. 


Those nations which have led the 
world in liberty and progress are those 
nations where the Bible has had _ the 
widest influence. 


Blessed is the nation whose God is the 
Lord. Psalm 33:12. 


If we take the Bible as our guide we 
shall be able to say “Thy word is a 
lamp unto my feet, and a light unto my 
path.” (Psalm 119:105). 


It has been well said of the Bible that 
it is a stream in which the little child 
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may wade with safety and the largest 
elephant may swim with ease. It is 
adapted to all classes, ages and condi- 
tions of men.

I visited the book stores and book 
stalls in the world’s great capital cities 
and was shocked to note how few Bibles 
were on display. 


Great cathedrals point their ancient 
spires heavenward, some covering en- 
tire city blocks. 


I attended services in Westminster 
Abbey in London, Notre Dame in Paris, 
St. Peter’s in Rome; but something 
seems to be lacking in the life of Eur- 
ope. One wonders whether it could be 


the Bible. 


In conclusion may I give you these 
lines from Evangelist Dale Crowley: 


The Bible has the answer, 
It’s the word of life and light; 
There’s no groping in the darkness 
When your way is always bright. 


The Bible has the answer, 
It’s the compass and the chart; 
You’ll have the right directions 
When God’s Word is in your heart. 


The Bible has the answer, 
You'll have joy and vict’ry, too, 
As you walk the pilgrim’s pathway 
With the guide that’s always true.

“How can we afford to substitute the 
pagan state as the arbiter of what is 
right and wrong in our lives unless we 
know our Bible better?” 


As the official theme for this year’s 
observance, the Committee will use, 
“The Bible — the Word of Life.” This 
theme will be one widely used on post- 
ers and all printed material, supplied 
free by the Committee. 


National Bible Week is a nation-wide 
program, one with tremendous force be- 
hind its underlying idea, and designed 
to encourage a daily reading and study 


of the Bible. 


Through the past 18 years the Com- 
mittee has reached millions of people 
throughout the country, and the good 
work that this observance has done is 
incalculable. The fact that response 
has been felt from the people from all 
walks of life in the land is indeed proof 
in itself. 
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IN 1957 the recording industry in gen- 

eral reported a little over four hun- 
dred million dollars in gross sales . . . 
this figure is a thirty-three per cent in- 
crease over 1956! 


The segment of gospel, sacred and 
spiritual records grossed less than four 
million dollars in 1957, which repre- 
sents less than one per cent of all rec- 
ords sold this past year. 


With a population in America over 
160-million, it is estimated that more 
than 80-million people, or better than 
fifty per cent, are on the church rolls 
of this country. 


This amounts to approximately five 
cents spent per church member on 
spreading the Gospel by religious re- 
cordings, as opposed to $2.50 spent per 
person in the total population for popu- 
lar records. 


By comparison in sales, the people 
who patronize rock ’n roll and other 
popular recording stars revere and ad- 
mire these people and their messages 
in song more than we Christians revere 
and admire the religious artists with 
God’s message. 


Personally, I feel this is an indict- 
ment, and should be a challenge, to 
Christian people who sing every Sun- 
day in Church: 


“Sweet Hour of Prayer” ... and 
content themselves with 10 minutes a 
day — 


“QO For A Thousand Tongues” ... 


and fail to use the one we have — 





“Onward Christian Soldiers” . 


and wait to be drafted — b ia 


“There Shall be Showers of Bless- 
ings” ... but at the slightest sign of 
a spiritual outpouring we cry “fanati- 
cism” and run for cover — 


“Blest Be the Tie that Binds” ... 
then we let the least little offense sever 
it — 

“I Love to Tell the Story” ... and 
rarely mention it to anyone. 


However, it is barely possible that a 
large majority sing these songs in their 
churches as a matter of routine with 
little concern for the influence of the 
message in song outside the church 
doors. 


Rock ‘n Roll 


In spite of the ridiculous lack of in- 
terest in religious music outside of the 
church by church-going people, this 
past year we have read and heard loud 
protests of indignation from the pulpits, 
pews and editorial staffs of religious 
people concerning the rock ’n roll pop- 
ular music, especially some of the cur- 
rent recordings by Elvis Presley who 
sold, this past year, in excess of 20- 
million records, or approximately five 
times as many records as all the reli- 
gious records put together. 


It seems to me that such success 
would indicate that rock ’n roll fans ad- 
mire and patronize the popular artist 
more than we Christians admire and 
patronize the religious artists, and I 
really think the rock ’n roll fans could 
sing: 


“Oh How I Love Elvis” ... “I Walked 
Today Where Frankie Walked” ... 
“Crosby Is All the World to Me” 


and be more devoted to these idols

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than most of us Christians when we 
sing these songs in the name of Jesus. 


At least they indicate their devotion 
by their patronage, loyalty and enthu- 
siasm much more than most Christian 
people do with religious artists and re- 
cordings. 


I am amazed that so many Christian 
homes do not have the best phonograph 
and high fidelity equipment to play the 
greatest Message on earth. 


I think it is high time that we call 
emphatic attention to religious outlets, 
ministers and Christian people in gen- 
eral to the facts regarding this matter, 
and impress upon them the dynamic in- 
fluence music plays in shaping the 
minds and thoughts of all people. 


Truly, RCA Victor, as well as other 
recording companies, do have on reli- 
gious recordings the greatest message 
on earth, and to most people who listen 
only to the radio and television this 
message is hidden. 


The Bible says, “If the Gospel is 
hidden, it is hidden from they who per- 
ish.” 


There are approximately 10-million 
fan letters written each year to the vari- 
ous disc jockeys throughout the nation 
requesting certain records to be played, 
and in my research this past year, I 
discovered that less than one half of 
one per cent of the letters received by 
disc jockeys request a religious record- 
ing to be played. 


In talking with disc jockeys, I learn- 
ed that the largest majority of them 
make up their programs and play their 
records on the basis of these written 
requests, and many use the record sales 
charts as a guide to the popularity of 
certain recordings.

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Three Suggestions 


I personally feel our musical diet is 
tremendously out of proportion, both in 
the homes and on the air waves, and I 
see no hope for this tragic condition 
unless Christian people awaken to their 
responsibility and privilege in starting 
a campaign to encourage the American 
public to support their religious record- 
ing artists by: 


(a) Purchasing religious recordings 
from religious outlets for their homes. 


(b) Writing to all the disc jockeys 
periodically, requesting certain religious 
artists and records to be played. 


(c) Religious leaders emphasizing to 
their followers and congregations the 
significance and importance of read- 
justing the musical diet of the world to 
its proper proportion. 


It is very easy for us Christian peo- 
ple to condemn certain popular artists 
and the recording companies for the 
types of songs they sing, produce and 
sell, but what is the answer? 


As Christians, do we believe that we 
have a message for a troubled world 
more important than ... 


“Shake, Rattle and Roll” ... 
“Hound Dog” ... 
“Witchcraft” ... 
“Witch Doctor” ... 
“Sugartime” ... 
and others? 


If we do, then I am wondering why 
we fail to spend our energy, time and 
money in a positive direction instead 
of just criticizing.

There is a certain nostalgic mood 
created by the immortal Negro spiri- 
tual, Swing Low Sweet Chariot. 


The artist has endeavored to por- 
tray, through the magic of music, an 
old grayhaired colored man who is 
waiting serenely for the chariot to 
swing low and take him to the “Prom- 
ised Land.”

Liquor Statistics 


According to the National Reform 
Association, the liquor interests spent a 
total of $395,130,227 in the United 
States in 1956 in glamorizing and en- 
ticing advertising to increase sales and 
consumption. (see page 13, this Defend- 
er). 

The United States Department of 
Commerce then turns right around and 
advises us that the American public, an 
alleged “Christian” nation, spent a to- 
tal of $10,500,000,000 for alcoholic 
beverages the same year. This is an as- 
tonishing $62.62 per person! 


The Research Division of the Nation- 
al Education Association estimates that 
for this same period a total of $8,633,- 
980,000 was spent to educate 32,338,- 
688 children and youth in United States 
public schools.

A real civil rights issue was fought 
out in the Ontario (Canada) Legisla- 
ture when the Aluminum Company of 
Canada sought to have forced fluori- 
dation of the water of Ottawa, Canada’s 
captial city.

Cigarettes on Trial 


A Louisiana widow is suing two to- 
bacco companies for $779,500 in dam- 
ages as a result of the death of her 64- 
year-old husband, a heavy smoker, from 
lung cancer. 


According to Mrs. Victoria Lartigue, 
her husband started smoking at the age 
of 18 and smoked two packs of cigar- 
ettes a day for most of his life. 


Mrs. Lartigue cites evidence linking 
smoking with cancer, and charges that 
the cigarette manufacturers did not 
warn her husband of the dangers he 
would incur from using their product. 


Defense lawyers for the two tobacco 
companies admit that Mr. Lartigue as- 
sumed a risk when he began smoking 
but contend that he did not exercise due 
care. The trial is believed to be the first 
involving any link between cancer and 
cigarettes. 


The Defender personally feels the to- 
bacco firms have abused their advertis- 
ing privileges as much as have the li- 
quor interests (see page 13, this issue). 
We make motion that a similar Bill of 
Restraint be introduced in the next 
session of Congress against their false 
and misleading claims.

quickly learn some words and phrases 
in Spanish can expect, and should ac- 
cept, a certain amount of good-natured 


laughter at mispronunciations while 


making such attempts. 


Eating a number of varieties of semi- 
tropical fruits and vegetables with 
strange flavors, and prepared dishes of 
food, to which we are unaccustomed 
but relished by the natives, at first 
seem very unpalatable to most of us. 


Reaching mission stations, in remote 
places, far removed from the masses we 
find in dry weather, thick layers of 
dust which just cannot remain. still 
when disturbed by tramping feet, and 
in wet weather the mud so deep our 
footwear tenaciously clinging to the 
plastic elements surrounding it, rather 
than to our feet on the inside. Mountain 
trails leading to an inconspicuous build- 
ing near the top, which we dignify with 
the name chapel, are stony and rough, 
plenty damaging to both soles and heels. 


But listen! What do we hear as, with 
weary feet and heaving breasts, pant- 
ing while still climbing grade, we near 
the Defenders humble meeting place for 
worship? Ahead of our group and be- 
hind us, we hear familiar tunes in this 
faroff mission field ... tunes we learn- 


ed in childhood’s day. 


Although we do not understand the 
words, we recognize the aires. First, 


“What a Friend we have in Jesus, 
All our sins and griefs to bear; 
What a privilege to carry 
Everything to God in prayer.” 


The second one which sounds so sweet 
and clear in the lighter, mountain air: 


“What can wash away my sins? 


Nothing but the blood of Jesus.” 


And, ere we reach the unpainted De- 
fender Chapel, crudely constructed with 
rough material, without windows to 
which we are accustomed, and poorly 
lighted inside with an oil lamp, we hear 
a third familiar gospel song, cheerfully 
sung by natives enroute to congrega- 
tional worship:

ters, and aware of the poverty with 
which these natives are acquainted ... 
having seen their habitations enroute 
to the meeting, once more we think of 
the statement of the Lord Jesus record- 
ed in Luke 12:15 — “A man’s life con- 
sisteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possesseth.” 


The Word of God is faithfully pro- 
claimed by the Spirit-anointed mission- 
ary-pastor and an invitation to Christ 
extended at the close of the discourse.

Editor's Note: The accompanying article has been 
reproduced from the January 1944 Defender Mission- 
ary Messenger. Dr. Winrod was noted as a mighty 
preacher, a gifted writer, a good businessman, a 
protector of the American Republic ... but his first 
and foremost love was foreign missions. Through the 
years he was privileged to see the first Defender 
Mission Station multiply until, at his untimely death 
last Ni ber, they bered into the hundreds. 
Few men have served their Lord so faithfully, so 
arduously and so magnificiently. 


(THE GREATEST missionary book in 

the world is the New Testament. 
Every part of it has missionary sig- 
nificance, and those who would under- 
stand its message must read with this 
thought in mind. 





The four Gospels furnish the message 
for the missionary. Jesus is heralded 
as, and proved to be, the Son of God. 


He died on the Cross that He might 
become the Author of salvation to as 
many as should receive Him. By His 
resurrection from among the dead, He 
was declared to be the Son of God with 
power. 


During His public ministry of three 
and one-half years, He gave a message 
for “the whole world.” 


Said He: “And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men unto 
Me ... And the gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in the whole world 
for a witness to all the nations.” 


The name given to the twelve men 
chosen as His Apostles, indicated that 





they were to proclaim a missionary 
message. They were messengers, sent 
out to witness that which they had seen 
and heard concerning the Word of life. 


The word “apostle” means “ambas- 
sadors sent forth.” “And every day, 
in the temple and at home, they ceased 
not to teach and to preach Jesus as the 
Christ.” 

Later it was said of them that they 
had turned the world upside down. Be- 
fore their deaths they testified that the 
Gospel had been preached and was bear- 
ing fruit throughout the civilized world. 


The Four Gospels 


The Gospels are missionary docu- 
ments, for their very name, Gospel, 
means “good tidings.” Good tidings 
are not good unless proclaimed. The 
Apostles preferred death rather than 
suppress the message of the Christ. 


The Lord worked with them and con- 
firmed the Word with signs, and He 
added to the Church daily such as 
heard and accepted the glad tidings of 
salvation through the blood of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


The Book. of Acts is a missionary 
report. It is sometimes called the book 
of conversions because in it the condi- 
tions of salvation are laid down and ac- 
ceptances of Christ recorded. 


The core of the book is the promise 
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of Jesus: “But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all Ju- 
daea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 


The Epistles 


The Epistles are letters written by 
missionaries to Churches they had es- 
tablished in various provinces of the 
Roman Empire. 

The same questions which confront 
the missionaries today were eminent in 
the days of the apostles. It was neces- 
sary that teaching be given the infant 
Churches, hence the letters. 


We read: “For there is no difference 
between the Jew and the Greek: for the 
same Lord over all is rich unto all that 
call upon him. For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved.” 

The Pastoral Epistles are full of mis- 
sionary significance, written to mission- 
aries by a missionary. Timothy and 
Titus were Paul’s “sons in the Gospel,” 
and journeyed often with him on his 
preaching tours. 

The Book of Revelation is a forecast 
of final victory for the missionary forces 
of the world. We read: “The king- 
doms of this world are become the king- 
doms of our Lord and of his Christ, 
and he shall reign for ever and ever.” 


The eternal purpose of God for man 
is consummated and the earth is full of 
the glory of the Lord as the waters 
cover the seas! 


The missionary idea originated in 
the mind of a loving God Who sent His 
Son as the first Missionary. He is be- 
hind all soul winning missionary work. 


He has promised to go before His 
servants, to open doors, to bless and 
protect and prosper them, and “Lo, I 
am with you alway, even unto the end 
of the world.” 

To be indifferent to missions is to 
neglect the cause which He has pro- 
moted and for which He died. For the 
believer to put himself in line with 
God’s gracious purpose is to assist Him 
to the fullest in giving the Gospel mes- 
sage of salvation to every creature.

THE BAPTISM OF OUR LORD 


Luke 3:15-22. 








EMORY TEXT: “And now why 
tarriest thou? arise, and be bap- 
tized, and wash away thy sins, calling 
on the name of the Lord.” Acts 22:16. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is as 
follows: 
A. The ministry of John the Baptist. Luke 3:1-14. 


B. John’s announcement of the Messiah. Luke 3:15- 
18. 


C. The Baptism of Jesus. Luke 3:21-22. 


D. Christ acknowledged by God as His Son. Luke 
3:22. 


The Key Word: Baptize 


The obligation of Christian baptism 
rests upon the command of Christ. 
Though Christianity is a spiritual, and 
not in any large sense a ceremonial re- 
ligion, yet nevertheless Christ gave the 
command to baptize. 


The nature and effect of baptism have 
been the subject of much controversy. 
The Roman Catholic, the Greek and the 
Lutheran Churches, and many in the 
Church of England and Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, hold that baptism is the 
direct instrument of regeneration. 


Roman Catholics hold so strongly to 
this view that, accordingly, they also 
hold that all persons, adults or infants, 
who die unbaptized are excluded from 
heaven. 


Others have gone to the opposite ex- 
treme, believing that baptism is mere- 
ly a mode of professing faith in Christ, 
or a ceremony of initiation to the Chris- 
tian Church. 


According to many groups, not only 
adults who repent of their sins and give 
evidence of faith in Christ, but also in- 
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fants, the children of Christian parents, 
are proper subjects for baptism. 


The Roman Catholic and Greek 
Churches, and most Protestant Church- 
es, except Baptist, practice infant bap- 
tism. 


Baptists likewise feel “that Christian 
baptism is the immersion in water of 
a believer” ... while other faiths feel 
the only essential in the mode of bap- 
tism is the application of water, either 
by sprinkling, pouring or immersion, 
“in the name of the Father, and of the 


Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 


The Key Verse: Luke 3:22 


“And the Holy Ghost descended in a 
bodily shape like a dove upon him, and 
a voice came from heaven, which said, 
Thou art my beloved Son; in thee I am 
well pleased.” 


The dove is an emblem of purity. In 
the law of Moses this was reckoned a 
clean bird, and it was selected for an 
offering in the ceremony of purification. 
What beautiful symbolism! 


Christ’s precepts, His doctrines, His 
example teach us to be holy, undefiled, 
and separate from sinners. 


Christ directs His disciples to be 
harmless as doves. The same meek and 
inoffensive spirit which was in Him 
must also be in us. 


The dove is a defenseless bird. Hence 
she is described as “dwelling in the 
clefts of the rocks, and in the secret 
places of the stairs. She is an emblem 
of Christian faith and humility. True 
believers, sensible of their weakness, 








and of the dangers which attend them, 
trust not in themselves, but in the pow- 
er and grace of their Saviour. 


The dove, which is a beautiful bird, 
is a natural emblem of the virtuous and 
good works which distinguish the Chris- 
tian character. 


The Key Fact: Humility a Neces- 
sary Characteristic of the Chris- 
tian 

Some thoughtless persons complain 
that baptism is a very humiliating ac- 
tion for a person to take. Not only is 
baptism a humiliating act, but this is a 
signal characteristic of each of the 
things which God has required of us. 


For a person to believe in someone 
else rather than depend on his own 
goodness and power is a humiliating 
thing. But we cannot save ourselves. 


Our sins leave us without hope. We 
are dependent upon God’s mercy. When 
we declare our faith in Jesus as the 
Son of God and our Saviour, we are ad- 
mitting our own helpless, lost condition. 


We humble ourselves as we commit 
our lives to Him who is able to save un- 
to the uttermost all who call upon Him. 


It is a very humiliating thing for a 
person to repent. When we frankly ad- 
mit we have sinned and fallen short of 
the glory of God and no longer deserve 
anything but the wrath and punishment 
which God must direct toward the dis- 
obedient, when we declare our contri- 
tion for our sins and state our deter- 
mination to translate our change of 
mind into a changed life, then we hum- 
ble ourselves before God and man.

Matthew 4:1-11

The Key Word: Tempted 


It was on Christmas Day that Gener- 
al George Washington crossed the Del- 
aware River and caught the Hessians in 
a tactical weakness, as they celebrated. 


In war each side looks for weakness 
in the other, and when a vulnerable spot 
is located a thrust is made at that point. 
So the devil came to tempt our Lord in 
a time of physical weakness. 


Times of weariness, sorrow, sickness, 
hunger and disappointment bring weak- 
ness to mankind. The evil one knows 
this and will, at such times, attack us 
with his fiery darts. 


These attacks come in many forms 





and from unexpected quarters; so we 
must be on the alert. The greatest weak- 
ness a Christian can have is to think he 
has no weakness. 

It is easy sometimes to hide weak- 
nesses from man, but they cannot be 
hid from God — nor would it be wise 
to hide them, if it were possible. 


In times of temptation we should 
look to our defense. Faith in God is a 
shield that will ward off the fiery darts. 


Jesus as a Man was tempted, but His 
faith in God’s Word and power made it 
impossible for Satan to overcome Him. 


Defense is not enough, though, to 
ward off Satan’s onslaughts. Christ did 
not crouch down behind the shield of 
faith and do nothing. 


He took up the battle and with the 
sword of the Spirit, God’s Word, put 
Satan to flight. In each instance of 
temptation, Jesus fought back with 
God’s Word, which is also the weapon 
of the Christian. 

When we as God’s soldiers learn to 
wield aright this sword of the Spirit, 
we will become a worthwhile Christian 
army. 

With the sword in hand we will not 
only protect ourselves, but we will be 
able to go forth to challenge the evil 
one, driving him from the hearts of 
other men and women. —Standard 


Commentary. 
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The Key Verse: Matthew 4:11 


“Then the devil leaveth him, and, be- 
hold, angels came and ministered unto 
him.” 

Notice the devil withdrew willingly. 
He had exhausted his temptations. All 
the varied forms of temptation are re- 
duceable to three — pride, avarice and 
sensuality. 


Satan, by the subtlety of his nature 
and long experience, knows our estate, 
our temper, our hunger, our chief de- 
sires; and accordingly attacks us. 


Christ was tempted in all points, the 
same as are we. The devil utilized 
“both barrels” (speaking in modern 
parlance) in his subtle efforts to cause 
our Lord to sin ... but his ruses were 
in vain. There was nothing left for him 
to do except retreat, for he possessed no 
more ammunition with which to fight! 


This overthrow was a new experience: 
to him. He quickly made his exit, even 
as a beaten dog scurries out of sight of 
his victor, tail between legs. 


The Key Fact: Satan, the Master 
Deceiver 


Notice each time Satan spoke to the 
Son of God he prefaced his remarks. 
with a simple, seemingly harmless two 
lettered word ... if! 


“If thou be the Son of God...” His 
object was to shake Christ’s confidence 
in the Fatherly character of God. How 
he must have sneered as he uttered 
these words ... but Christ triumphed! 


You have no doubt heard the story 
of the old castle that was taken by a 
single gun. The attacking force had 
only one gun, and it seemed hopeless to 
try to take the castle, but one soldier 
said, “I will show you how we can 
take the castle.” 


He pointed the cannon to one spot 
and fired, and went on all day, never 
moving the cannon. About nightfall 
there were a few grains of sand knock- 


ed off the wall. 


He did the same the next day and the 
next. By and by the stones began to 
come away, and by steadily working 
his gun for one week, he made a hole 
in that castle big enough for the army 
to walk through. 


Now, with a single gun firing at your 
life, Satan is trying to get in at one 
opening. 

Temptation is the practice of the 
soul. If you never have any temptation 
you will never have any practice. 


A boy who attends fifty drills in a 
year is a much better soldier than the 
one that drills only twice. Do not quat- 
rel with your temptations; set your- 
selves resolutely to face them.

JESUS BEGINS HIS MINISTRY 


Mark 1:14-22 








EMORY TEXT: “Wist ye not that 
I must be about my Father’s busi- 
ness?” Luke 2:49. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is as 
follows: 
A. Jesus’ great preaching campaign. Mark 1:14. 
B. The call of the disciples. Mark 1:16-20. 
C. Jesus the Teacher. Mark 1:21-22. 
D. The miraculous proof of His claims. Mark 
1:23-30. 


The Key Word: Gospel 


The term Gospel is an old English 
word derived from an ancient Saxon 
term meaning literally “a narrative of 
God.” as realized in the life of Jesus 


Christ. 


The word Gospel is applied in a spe- 
cific sense to the first four books of 
the New Testament, because each one 
gives a distinct memoir of Jesus Christ; 
and so exclusively and completely are 
the contents of these four Gospels oc- 
cupied with the Lord’s life that had 
there never been the historical Christ, 
Who lived and died, Who rose from 
the dead and ascended into heaven, 
these four Gospels would have no right 
to exist. 


The word is found only in the New 
Testament. It signifies that what was 
promised in the Old Testament, the 
end towards which the whole process 
of history, which is the design of God, 
was being directed, has now been ful- 
filled and attained. 


The New Testament does not say any- 
thing of God that is as yet unknown in 
the Old Testament; it shows that God 
has fulfilled His promises. 


The Gospel announces that Jesus is 
the Lord. Raised to the right hand of 
God, He is King with the authority of 
God Himself and with universal domin- 
ion. 


His dominion is founded on the work 
of redemption accomplished in an obe- 
dience even to the death of the cross, 
and therefore on God Himself, Who 
willed this work and in the sight of all 
men stamped it with His approval by 
raising up the Crucified. 


Having its foundation in the death 
and resurrection of Jesus Christ, the 
Gospel is the word of reconciliation by 
which God takes away the obstacle 
which keeps man far from God, under 
judgment and in fear; the revelation 
of the righteousness of God, Who saves 
man by making him die with Christ; 
the Gospel of grace, of peace and of 
salvation. 
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The Key Verse: Mark 1:17 


“And Jesus said unto them, Come ye 
after me, and I will make you to be- 
come fishers of men.” 


The call of these men is a strange 
thing. It is unusual that He begins with 
winning disciples, not working miracles. 
And it is stranger that in our poor 
human nature He should find any fit- 
ness to aid Him in His work. 


You would have thought only heaven 
could have given the Saviour fellow- 
workers who would be a comfort and a 
help to Him. But man can be a worker 
together with God. 

Several things are noteworthy in con- 
nection with the group of apostles. They 
were not theologians, by any stretch of 
the imagination. Indeed, it is to be ques- 
tioned if they had much of a basic 
education as we know it today. 


They came from pious homes, and 
had excellent training in their particu- 
lar trade, a task which required dili- 
gence and endurance. 

These men, who gave up all at once 
for Him, had impulse, heart, impetu- 
osity, love; and these were the main 
things He wanted for His work. 


The Key Fact: The Gospel is a 
Great Fishing Net 


The net to fish for men is commonly 
the Word truly preached. The threads 





are the words of persuasion; the knots 
the arguments of reason; the plummets 
are the articles and grounds of the faith. 


This net is to be woven with study 
and pains, to be let down and loosed by 
preaching, to be gathered up by calling 
men to account of what was heard, 
what they have done upon it. 


And this is the net that we must let 
down, “though it catch nothing.” His 
Word is to be the length and breadth, 
the whole rule and measure of all ser- 
mons, of all our actions. 


Leave off our work we must not be- 
cause it does not answer us with suc- 
sess; but do our work again, and see 
where we erred, and mark it; find what 
was the occasion of our ill success, our 
taking nought, and avoid it. 


Jesus, in His great commission, calls 
upon His followers to do two things: to 
recruit for Him, and to conserve for 
Him those who are recruited to His 
banner. 

As His recruiters, or fishermen, we 
are to (1) Go where the “fish” are. We 
are to meet people on the street, at 
school, at work, or at play. We are to 
call on them in their homes. 


We are to (2) use the right “bait,” 
which is the Word of God, and (3) we 
are to use the right “tackle,” which is 
the Lord’s plan of salvation, not the 
devices of men.

The general plan and pattern of the lesson is as 
follows: 
A. The multitudes assemble to hear Christ. Mat- 
thew 5:1. 
B. Christ promises no life of ease for His disciples. 
Matthew 5:1-12. 
C. Emphasis laid on spiritual character. Matthew 
5:3-12. 
D. The glories of the kingdom described. 
Matthew 5:3-12. 


The Key Word: Disciples 


The word “disciple” comes from the 
Greek mathetes which, when properly 
translated, means learner, and occurs 
about 250 times in the New Testament, 
but strangely enough, only in the Gospel 
and in Acts. 


In other words, a disciple is one who 
professes to have learned certain prin- 
ciples from another and maintains them 
on that other’s avthority. 


In the Gospels the word has a deeper 
significance — the disciple adheres 
closely to the very person of Jesus. That 
is where the disciples of Christ differ 
completely from those of an ordinary 
philosopher or teacher. 


The summons “Follow me!” (Mark 
2:14; 1:17; Matthew 4:19; 8:22, etc.) 
is the true call to discipleship. 


The people whom Jesus calls to fol- 
low Him are not those who are particu- 
larly endowed with intellectual gifts, 
but the humble, sinners, and even Levi, 
a_ tax-collector. 


Jesus Himself selects His disciples, 
a fact which confers a unique value 
upon their relations with Him. 


They are wholeheartedly in the serv- 
ice of their Lord, and are called, not 
merely to be pupils capable in their 
turn of instructing others, but to be- 
come witnesses of historic events linked 
to the person of Christ, to His death 
and His resurrection. 


The conclusion of the matter is that, 
for His followers, Jesus is not a mere 
“teacher,” but, because He speaks with 
authority, He is their Lord and they 
depend upon Him absolutely. 


The disciples are to be witnesses of 
what Jesus was in His life and in His 
death and resurrection. 


In boiled down essence, the word dis- 
ciple implies a faith without reserve in 


Him Who is the Lord. 








The Key Verse: Matthew 5:8 


“Blessed are the pure in heart: for 
they shall see God.” 


The phrase “see God” does not refer 
to any manifestation of His glory visi- 
ble to the eye of sense. It is to the far 
deeper sight of the soul that Christ re- 
fers. 


Your best friend is not seen by the 
natural eye. You observe him spiritual- 
ly, rejoicing in the qualities of his mind 
and heart. 


None but the pure in heart can see 
God. It is useless to tell the selfish about 
the beauty of unselfishness; you might 
as well tell the blind about the glory of 
color. 


The pure heart is God’s paradise 
where He delights to walk; it is His 
lesser Heaven. 


The dove delights in the purest air; 
the Holy Ghost, who descended in the 
likeness of a dove, delights in the purest 
soul. How may this raise the esteem 
of purity! This is a beauty that never 
fades. 


The man of pure heart is blessed with 
peaceful self-respect. He is not happy 
who cannot respect himself. And no 
man can respect himself who is living 
in more or less constant communion 
with bad thoughts and evil pictures of 
the imagination. 


Let each of us so strive to live, in 
nobleness of character that, when wing- 
ed thoughts of sin come flying to the 
windows, God’s angel shall rise up and 
draw the shutters closed! 


The Key Fact: True Christians are 
Easily Recognized 


“His disciples came unto him.” His 
learners are still coming to Him. They 
seek to know His will, and to do it. 


That is why pupils attend the Sunday 
School. The Christian can be recogniz- 
ed by his faithfulness in Bible class and 
at the other services of the church, par- 
ticularly the service about the Lord’s 
table. 


The Christian also comes to Jesus by 
reading His Word, the Bible. He com- 
munes with Him through prayer. He 
seeks always to do the Lord’s will, to 
follow in His way, and to do so, he lives 
close to the Master. 


Each of the Beatitudes names a trait 
which marks a Christian. Taken to- 
gether, they mark the one who is a 
Christian, not by what he does, but by 
what he is. 


We practice Christianity a little by 
what we say, more by what we do, but 
most by what we are.

The Key Word: Healed 


Christianity has been concerned with 
the total well-being of men and women 
in the past, as well as today. 


Sickness is very real in this life. Je- 
sus recognized this and ministered to 
the physical and mental, as well as to 
the spiritual welfare. 


The sick, the lame, the lepers came 
to the Great Physician, and He healed 
them by His miraculous power. In this 
He revealed God’s love for mankind. 


Through the years God has permitted 
man to increase his knowledge of the 
human body and his ability to cure its 
ills. He has graciously provided drugs 
and chemicals which physicians have 
learned to use. 


We cannot, as true believers, omit the 
place of earnest prayer in healing the 
sick. The early church expected heal- 
ing to take place in response to prayer 
when it was accompanied by the best 
medicines available. Prayer can be as 
effective today, also. 


Using all these means of healing, the 
followers of Christ have an unceasing 
obligation to reflect the compassion of 
God as best as they are able, to the sick. 


Jesus is the world’s Great Physician. 
He can heal the infirmities of the indi- 
vidual, the home, the community, the 
nation and the world. 


Whether the ills are physical, mental, 
social or spiritual, He has the cure. 
Like any physician, He prescribes for 
the patient. His prescriptions consist 
of such ingredients as humility, faith, 
obedience and service. 


_ But first of all, the patient must real- 
ize his own individual need. The cen- 
turion in our lesson today needed help. 
He knew it. He came to Jesus, be- 
seeching His aid. 


Jesus never turns a deaf ear to any- 
one who comes to Him in faith, believ- 
ing. He still says “Come unto me,” to 
those in need of salvation, as well as 
for other spiritual or physical needs.

The Key Verse: Matthew 8:17 


“That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying, 
Himself took our infirmities, and bare 
our sicknesses.” 


Christ’s sympathy extends to all the 
infirmities to which His people are sub- 
ject — varied constitutional infirmities, 
sufferings, persecutions, provocations, 
trials and temptations. 


Matthew points out that this beauti- 
ful prophecy from Isaiah 53:4 was ful- 
filled in the healing ministry of Jesus. 


Isaiah speaks particularly of the 
griefs and sorrows — the infirmities of 
the flesh and the sicknesses that limit 
our activities, which cause endless suf- 
fering, and bring about untimely death. 


The prophecy of Isaiah is broad 
enough to cover the entire range of dis- 
tresses that we experience, chief of 
which is sin and the resulting death. 


Matthew gives a free citation of the 
prophecy as finding a general fulfill- 
ment in the healing ministry of Jesus. 


Christ was the perfect One, without 
sin, but God placed on Him the sins of 
us all; He was the righteous One who 
justified the sinful by His death. 


The Key Fact: Christ Meets a Need 


We are living in an age which has at- 
tempted to reduce the Gospel to some- 
thing merely physical and social. 


The Gospel is being proclaimed as a 
sort of sedative (by some men), which 
reduces strain, wear and tear upon 
body and mind, which produces calm- 
ness and an even temper, which helps 
a person to sleep in a nervous, excitable 
age. 

While those who thus interpret the 
life of Christ and His message have 
achieved a great following, the shallow, 
inadequate quality of their pronounce- 
ments is all too evident. 


As some have said, these men seek 
to reduce God and the Gospel to the 
proportions and nature of an aspirin 
tablet. 


Christ had great sympathy for the 
physical and mental sufferings of men 
and He helped them. But this was not 
the chief purpose of His life. 


The seat of all man’s ills is his de- 
parture from the way of life which God 
has set before him. The chief of Christ’s 
purposes was to overcome the devil, 
wrest man from his clutches, give man 
redemption from his sins, and give him 
the knowledge and the power to live as 
God directs. 


Once this transformation takes place 
in the heart of the believer, all fears 
should dissolve for He knows that 
Christ will be sufficient for all his 
needs!
